How many wives, at the commencement 
of the war, parted with their companions never to 
meet again in this world, and are now eager to 
know all the circumstances connected with the 
war ! How many parents, bereft of dear children, 
how many brothers and sisters, deprived of those 
whom they loved, are intensely anxious to hear all 
the particulars of each battle! 

We present these pages to the public hoping the 
tragical scenes here described may deter others from 
binbibing a war spirit. We exhort them not to be 
mfluenced by the martial array, the din of battle 
and* the clash of arms, and all the exciting para-

BRIEF SKETCH OF THE LIFE OF GENERAL 
SCOTT. 

WiNFiELD Scott wm bom Jnne I3th, 1786, near PeteiB- 
bnreb, Virginia. His grandfatlier was a Sootchman, who fled 
to this country in oonseqoenoe of bein^ involTed in the rebell- 
ion of 1347. His only sen was William, who died in 1791, 
Jesving two Bons, the yonngest of wbom was Winjield. 
""" ''lis mother Wii3 ft very amiable lady and endowed with superior 
llleutaal and other acoomplishments. She died in 1803, 
sn the- subject of thia notice was only seventeen years of age. 
At tliis tiiiip Winfield was noted for energy, stability of 
nhsTaetcr, a high sense of honor, and warm Bocialfeelings. He 
studied oQo yo:ir in the Hi^h School at Richmond, and spent 
two years at William and Ma.Tj College, attending law lectures. 
At the ^e of twenty years he was admitted to the bar as a

Finally, after several severe conflicts, the ena- 
jf my being reinforced (having 1300 men), and Scott's hand 
being reduced to 300, they were obliged to surrender to the 
British. 
The Amenoan prisoners were sent to Quebec, and thence to 
Boston. Scott was soon exchanged, and joined the army at 
J, Fort Niiigiira in May, 1813, as Adjutant-General. He soon 
■ .led on tilt: advanced guard in an attack oa Fort George, and 
P with great bravery repulsed the British, and captnred the fort. 
[•__ March S.Uh,lSl4, lie was promoted to the rank of Brigadier- 

j General . In July his brigade and a corps of artillery crossed 
(Tiagara river and captored Fort Erie, and then advanced to 
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Chippewa, and, with 1900 men, entirely routed 2100 of the 
enemy. 

July )25th, Scott advanced towards Niagara and again met a 
large force of the enemy. The battle was fierce, and Scott 
manifested the greatest bravery, having two horses shot under 
him. He was wounded in his side, and finally disabled by a 
musket ball passing through his left shoulder. At midnight 
the Americans gained possession of the field, after a loss of 860, 
while the British lost 878. 

Scott, immediately after this celebrated battle, was appointed 
Major-General, at the age of 28. 

In 1816 he visited Europe, and on his return married Mist 
Maria Mayo, of Richmond, Va. He has several daughters, but 
no son living. 

In 1831-2 he engaged in the " Black Hawk war," and finally 
terminated it by a treaty with the Indians. 

When nullification in South Carolina threatened the country 
with civil war, Scott by his cunning yet peaceful and friendly 
proceedings, calmed the impending storm. 

January 20th, 1836, he was ordered to take the command of 
the army in Florida and carry on the Seminole war. He had 
many skirmishes ; but was recalled by the grumbling of enemies. 

He made peace when there was a threatened invasion of 
Canada by Americans on the frontier in 1837. The steamer 
Caroline was burned by the British ; but the olive branch was 
finally accepted. 

In 1838 he prevented a probable war with the Cherokee In-* 
dians. 

He was the great " Pacificator" in the adjustment of the 
North-eastern boundary. It was undoubtedly by his wise man- 
agement that a dreadfully severe war was prevented. Perhaps 
there is no man living who has so distinguished himself as a 
brave general and kind pacificator. 

His achievements in the Mexican war are described in ths 
following pages. 



BRIEF SKETCH OF THE LIFE OF GENERAL 

TAYLOR. 

This distinguished General was a native of " The Old Do- 
minion." He was born in Orange County, Va., November 
24th, 1784. His father, Richard Taylor, was somewhat noted 
as a military man in that State. Zaohary is now (1847) 63 
years old. 

In 1785 his father moved to Kentucky, near Louisville, 
where Zaohary spent most of his childhood. 

As good schools were scarce at that time in Kentucky, his 
education was neglected. He was brought up on a farm ; bat 
Lad a taste for military glory, and in May, 1808, President 
Jefferson appointed him a Lieutenant in the army at the age of 
14 years. His first wreath of glory was won at " Tippeca/noty^ 
in a desperate battle with the Indians, May 7th, 1811. In oon- 
sequence of his bravery in this conflict, President Madison gave 
him a Captain's commission. 

In the spring of 1812 he was placed in command of Fort 
Harrison on the Wabash. War with England had been de- 
clared, and Tecumseh, with his Indian warriors, was resolved to 
exterminate the whites. Taylor had only 50 men in the fort, 
and half of them disabled by fever. September 4th, 1812, the 
indians attacked the fort about midnight. The sentinels were 
driven in, the block-house of the fort was on fire, and destruo- 
tion seemed to be their inevitable lot. Taylor ordered a part 
of his men to extinguish the flames, and the remainder to return, 
the fire. For seven hours the conflict was severe, and the savage 
yells terrific ; but the Indians were obliged to retire. 

After this brave defence Taylor was promoted to the rank of 
brevet-Major. At the close of the war, by the influence of ene- 
mies, he was reduced to the rank of Captain, and, resenting the 
insult, he retired to his farm. 

In 1815 he was reinstated by President Madison, and pro- 
ceeded, in 1816, to Green Bay. He was soon appointed 
Lieutenant-Colonel, and, until 1832, was on the Western and 
Nortb-westem fi:ontier») performing important services. 
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GeneralJackson, in 1832, appointed him Colonel, and sent him 
into the " Black Hawk war." In July General Atkinson ar- 
rived at the scene of action with 2500 men, including 400 under 
Colonel Taylor. When the Indians retreated into the wilder- 
ness, 1300 men under Taylor were ordered in pursuit. They 
overtook them near the junction of the Mississippi and 
Iowa rivers, where a desperate conflict ensued, in which the 
savages were totally routed. Taylor soon captured Black 
Hawk and ended the war. 

Taylor was afterwards ordered to Fort Crawford, at Prairie 
du Chien, and remained there until 1836, when he was called 
to assist in the Seminole war in Florida, which commenced in 
1835. All efforts failed to bring the savages to. subjection 
nntU December, 1837, when Colonel Taylor, with 1100 men, 
left Fort Gardner in pursuit. December 25th, he was attacked 
by a. large body of Indians with rifles in ambuscade. The bat- 
tle was fierce and bloody. The volunteers, at first, began to 
give way as their leaders fell, but the regulars pressed on. 
This battle of " Okee-cho-bee" continued an hour, when the 
Indians retired, but were hotly pursued. The savages exhibited 
the greatest bravery. Our loss was 14 officers and 120 privates 
killed or wounded.^ 

This broke the power of the war. Many Indians surrendered 
to our men, and the scene of bloodshed gradually terminated. 
Taylor soon received the rank of Brevet-Brigadier-General, and 
in April, 1838, was appointed to the command of our' troops 
in Florida. He remained two years longer, and then, at his 
request, was recalled. • 

Afterwards he was appointed to the command of the First 
Department of the U. S. Army in the South-west. His head- 
quarters were at Fort Jesup until 1841, when he was ordered 
to Fort'Gibson. Jle remained there about five years, when, in 
1845, he was ordered to Texas, in anticipation of her annexa- 
tion to the United States; 

The remainder of General Taylor's triumphant career is de- 
scribed in the following pages.

Vaiioius circumstances contributed to produce this way^ 
In the first place the government of the U« S. had cer* 
tain claims against . Mexico, acknowledged by the latter,^ 
but not cancelled. Next, the people of Texas, having 
formed themselves into an independent government main- 
taiaed that independence eight years, were desiro\)|9 of. 
being annexed to the United States. In ord^r to accom- 
plish this object, as Mexico was opposed to it, it wal( 
agreed between our government and that of Texas, that 
the former shpuld send upon the borders of Texas, an 
armed force sufficient to put down any opposition from 
Mexico. Accordingly Zachary Taylor, Col. of the 6th 
Regiment of Infantry, was appointed to take command of 
these forces. He repaired to Fort Jessup, Louisana^ and 
found that post garrisoned by seven companies of the 
2d regiment of Dragoons, under the commanid of Col. D. E. 
Twiggs. May 10th, 1844, eight companies of the 3d Regi*. 
ment of Infantry, stationed at Jefferson Barracks, Missouri^ 
repaired, to the same place, commanded by Lieutenant 
Col. E. A. Hitchcock. Their encampment was called 
Camp Wilkins. Eight companies of the 4tli Regimenil;

General Ampudia, who had superseded Arista, arrived 
firom the South the 11th of April and ordered General 
Taylor to leave in 24 hours or he should consider us as 
having declared war against Mexico, Taylor answered 
that he did not wish for 24 hours but would return an an- 
swer at 10 o'clock the next day. He told Ampudia that 
he was sent there by liis government in a peaceful atti« 
tude and he intended to temainy and warned Ampudia 
against firing the first jgun. I4ieutenant Porter, while oiHi 
in pursuit of Col. Cross, who was supposed id be kilW 
was attacked by some Mexicans and slain.

Many interesting incidents and some spiijited 
battles have Occurred at this military post, between the 
Mexicans and Texans, in which Santa Anna acted a 
prominent part; but we must not tarry to describe ih^n 
here. The army now was no longei* called *^ army 
of observation v' but the "army of occupation." In 
August the aspect of affairs began to be menacin((, 
and it was expected that Mexico would soon dedaSre 
war.

Mejia, the command* 
ing officer at Matamoras, handed a paper to General Tay- 
lor informing him, that if he crossed they- would have 
a fight; but no opposition appeared. The order of 
march as our army drew nearer Point Isabel was in font 
columns, Hit Dragoons on the right and the 3d Brigadb 
on the left. Before arriving, however, it was ascertained 
Ihatthe place was desertedby the enemy and that all Hm 
buildings but one were burned. Our army were thei 
t»rdt]^ to diiect their march towards Matamoras aad 
^Setierad Worth encamped 12 miles finom that 'j)laeib 
-Getetal Taylor proceeded to point Isabel and the 8teiu» 
meps and /provisions arrived at the same time^ Whili 
wkjiulati^n of fifty amed dtixens of MatanHmp^ protestiilt 
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and wished for aii anoiatice imtil ha eould hear firom tb 
CapiUl, but Old Rough and Readj said, ^< No P ' Taylcl. 
was asked if he intended to take the city, ^nTeis/' was. the 
reply, ^'if he had to batter it down. Telt General Arista, 
said ^e, ^^ that the city must capitulate, all public proper- 
ty, amunition, provisions &c. must be given up, and then 
flie army may march but and retire. Arista was ordered 
to give an answer by 3 P. M. In the mean time oiur 
army marched three miles up the river, w;here there was a 
suitable place for crossing. No deputation came from 
Arista and we crossed May 18th. By a sad accident 
Lieut. Stephens was drowned. It was found lihat the Mex- 
ican army precipitately left the Qity and ike authorities 
invited General Taylor to take possession. The battle^ 
field of Resaca de la Palma presented a sad spectacle** 
such vast numbers of the slain and now the hospitals 
w6re filled with the wounded ! Near one poor woundejl 
man, sat a beautiful girl of seventeen keejnng off the ffies. 
She was his wife. There the mother and her ahildren were 
seated by the wounded father. Colonel Twiggs was ap- 
pointed to the chief command of the city. 

Colonel Grariand wan sent out with two companies on 
the 19th to follow the enemy. After he had gone 27 mllea 
be came up with them, had a skirniisfa, and returned the 
22d. Two of his men wei\s wounded. He killed two, 
wounded two of the enemy and captured twenty men wiih 
their baggage. Barila, a small town near by, was taken 
Hay 17, by Colonel Wilsoni When the Congrett of the 
U. S. heard of the capture of Capt. Thornton and his com* 
mand, that body made declaradon of war May ISth, ahtt' 
Tc^ed to raise fifty thousand volunteers and to approjpnaiib 
ten milions of dollars for the expense of Ihe war. WW 
was declared by Mexic6^ April 23rd. Our Congress t^' 
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pointeil GHMwml Taylor Brevet Mftjor Cieneieli after tti^ 
batdes of. Mo AUo and Resca de la Pelina. 
' Numerous reinforcements soon came in and the araij 
teoved for^aid. M ontereyj Reynosa, Camai^go^ Mier ind 
ether towns were sooq taken without resistance. When 
oat army left Matamoras, Lieutenant Colonel Clark wto 
appoined to the command of the city. Po(»r Page after 
Ifilfferinf intensely, died July 12th. 

TheU. S. army proceeded up the Rio Grande as fiir as 
Mier and then left that noble river and turned to the soutli 
fowards Mbnterey. ^ 

Sept 14tl^ Capt. MeCuUough, with thirty-five men, had 
atirushwith two hundred Mexicans^ near Ramos. Two 
of the enemy were wounded, and the Capt. lost one horse. 
Reports seemed to be confirmed that the enemy were pre* 
paring for a hard battle at Monterey. It was expected that 
^e should have a fight at Marin, where the enemy under 
General Torrejon were seen, just before our army entered 
the town. When we arrived the enemy had left. At this 
{dace the mountains at the foot of which Monterey standsj 
were distinctly visible, about twenty-five miles distant 

Sept 17th Geberal Taylor \ii/^s addressed by the Spanish 
Consul at Monterey inquiring whether the property of for- 
eigners would be respected. Taylor replied that he could 
not be responsible for anything if the city was taken by

Sept 2l8t at 7 A. M., the ftrst and vofamteer diririons 
were ordered to adranee towaids the city. Oar mortar and 
howitzer batteri«i opened ; hot did not have much eflbet 
Taylor directed the first division to move t6 the east of iht 
city to support Major Mansfield in reconnoitering the ene- 
mies' worlcs. The division was under the command of 
Oolond (Saiiinid, 4th Infimtryi and went into action with 
die drd Inftntry under Major Lear, 4th Brigade under Col- 
ond Wilson consisting of the 1st Infimtry under Major 
Abercrondbie and the Baltimore division under Colonel Wal» 
floUi and Bragg's and Elidgeley's batteries. Major Mansfield 
was the first to commence the action. Company C., ftnd 
Infiintry, under Lieutenast Hazlitt, was reinforced by eotor 
pany H., 8d Infantry^ under Capt Field. The divaioB 
was filmed in line,<^ battle out of reach of the guns of 
the enemyi and was then ordered to advance by Lieuten 
ant Pojpe and Colonel Kinney^ and go into the city auk 
storm battery Na 1/at the eastern end. The battery openeo 
upon the divirion imd the first shot struck in front of our 
line and ricoched over us. We were fired upon fix>m the 
cttadeL Our menin themidEA of these shots, pushed rap* 
idly onward five hundred yards and rushed into the streetn 
Not turning soon enough to the bft an unperceived battery 
qienedupon us a deadly fire and balls flew firom house-topi^ 
yards^and fiwineveqr direction upon us. Many ofoar 
men were cot dowm^ Ifojor Barbour was the first officer 
who fell. An escopet ball poMd thrpugh his heart Oar 
men retired faito another street under cover of some wafie 
a<id hcittses. lieiitenant Biagg^ batt^ and 

iiMte bib the Meet hot eoidd nde effect much. Finally we 
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W0re directed to retire in order and- make an attack fiom 
Bome other ]ioiaL CtfpL Backoe of the Ist Infuatry) succeeded, 
with fifty mepi in atatkning himself in a tan yard about a 
hundred and thirty yards in thd rear of the battery No. 1, 
and near« tba town. There was a shed with a wall which 
served as a breast work for our men. Twenty yard» 
southwest of the battery was a distillery with thick walls, 
on the top of which were sand bag embrasures. Capt. 
Backus ' drove the eneiby from this. Two companies of 
the 4lh lufimtry (90 strong) moved forward under a ter- 
rible fire, and determined to storm a work defended by five 
hundred men. 

Now the Mississippi and Tennessee r^ments, under 
General Quitman, advanced and finally took possession of 
the battery, after great loss. This was severe fighting. 
Major Lear was severely wounded, Lieut. D. S. Irwin killed, 
Ci^. G. P. Field killed by lancers. Lieutenants Hoskins 
and Woods were killed and Lieutenant Graham mortally 
wounded. Major Aberoromhie and Capt. La Motte were, 
slightly wounded. Lieut Dillworth lost a I^ and Lieut 
Fetni was taken prisoner. 

The diviskm was ordered to the captured battery to sup* 
port Ridgdy^ battery, about to advance into the city. Our 
men had the mortar and three twenty-four-pound howit- 
osii playing upon the city and one of them having been 
taken to the captured wmrk was firing upon Fort Diablo. A 
body of men, from the 3rd and 4th Infantry, of one hundred 
and fifty, wersnow ordered toenter the city and take pos^ 
ssssion of a work of the enemyi apparently a few streets 
^distant. They Here exposed to a most destructive fire; but 
moved on, tsldng advantage of every shditer in their way. 
Capt Li N. Mondb,'Srd In&ntix was comm^mder. Our 
msneiossedoSMlfelMtiHidwereftiDy exposed to the guns 
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moanted in barette of a ''Ma daponti'V eoronmnding tha 
paamge of El Puente Piiriflpiiiuu W^ paiaad througfa aar- 
eral gardens and streets and finally reached a alight sballar* 
There was a stream before us and the enemy in force with 
three pieces of artillery on the opposite bank| so that wa 
c^uld not go any farther. All the streets seemed to ha 
blockaded and every house fortified. Capt Morris rcceivad 
a mortal wound at the b''*'^ge and Capt W. S. Henry took 
the command. Lieutwi.- at Hazlitt soon felL At last, our 
cartridges being nearly exhausted, we were commanded to 
retire, in order, to our captured worka At one time, afisc 
day-light, we were obliged to lay fiat nearly an hpur^ tha 
balls came so thick. Lieutenant Ridgely, with a section of 
his battery, advanced to the street leading to the '^tete da 
pont," but finding his fire entirely ineffectual, retired. Lieut 
Bragg put to flight, with his batterjd a show of a charge £f[ 
lancers. Our men had not been able to take any dinner or 
saiqper and the night was cold and rainy. We had mounted 
on battery No. 1, one twelve pounder, one nine, two sixesf 
and one howitzer, in all, five pieces* 

While these scenes were transpiring under the aye of Gien- 
•ral Taylor, Gen. Worth was moving towar^ the SalfiUo 
toftd- . A large body of cavalry and. In&ntry opposed hin^ 
4nd charged upon our men. They were met by the ;bal- 
talipn of light troops under Capt C. T. Smith and CapC« 
licCulloughs company of Rangers. The first squadron of 
the enemy were mixed in with our advanoe when the astCr^ 
pnd came furiously rushing oi). liieut. Hays, of Dimcan!!s 
battery, poured in among them round shot, which .pa«e4 
over the heads of our men, and the enenij wer^ diaperMd* 
with a loss of about one hundred, and among them, om 
CdoneL Our men marched round nearly iwip miles, to .thfi 
wmi end of the town, under a heavy fiv9 ftppf>")[fidapaaft> 
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ieiM Hi^* iiltiatea w«ii of tlie palaee aiij| firom ^ FedcidU 
cim ^ma^^ b«tw«m #bich hdglits, the Saltillo p6ad mni. 
Now Gencrid Worth d^teriiiined to ■Corin Federtcion W^ 
and Ci^ C. F. Stiiith, $d Artillery with three hundred 
men, half r^iilan and the rest Tezane, under Major Cb^ 
Taliter, undertodt the dangerous enterprise. Capt Miles 
iHth the 7th Infiitltry marched soon after to his support 
As Cdpt. Iilibs' command advanced, it was not observed tyf 
die enemy until it had reached the small stream (Arroyo 
Topa) soutii of tiie eity, Hong the baee of the hill on which 
{lie battery is situated. As soon a^ discovered, they wesi 
contitHially fired upon by the enemy, but without much 
effect Our men oroesed the river and formed on a point of 
feck out of reach of the enemy. Detachments wii^ 
then sent forward under Lieutenants Grant, Little, atti 
Qardner to divert the enemy from Capt Smiths' command 
Colonel Smith of the 5M brigade, came up with the 5ill 
Infantry and ordered Capt Miles with the 7th to assist faioi 
m an attack on Fort Soldado^ a temporary breastwork 'i 
littk south east of Federadon HilL 'They moved on aafil 
fsand that Capt Smith had already got posMsion of it The 
Sd Brigade formed and advanced amid a shower of baDsi 
and when within a hundred yards, made a charge at doubts 
quickstep^ The enemy lied in all direotians. The lei 
whig of the 7th entered the redoubt with that of the blU^ 
Many of the Louisiana volunteers under Capt. Blanchar^ 
anS the Texan Rangers were up with tb^ advance, all ftaih 
lessly ilTivmg tobe the*first to meet the' enemy.

CMtonel Woods, had dismounted, and with the Mtssissip* 
pianS) under Colonel Davis, were engagedwith tibeene«gr« 
The Mississipiiians very early took possesaioir of < Fbrt 
IMaUo, without any cp(position, as the enemy had abiii* 
doneditthe preeeding erening. This- was the pbee

Bn^s battefjr was now ordered into fte city alid tne 
3rd Infantry ordered to support it They moved forward, 
and when they came within range of the enemy^s guns 
of the citadel, they crossed the field of fire at full gallop 
and were unharmed. The 3d went under cover, in a cir-' 
cuitous route. On their arriyal in the city they found it 
cleared of the enemy on a line with the ca&edral, and 
within two squares of it. This edifice was in the main 
plaza, where the enemy had been concentrated* Much 
bravery was manifested by General's Quitman^ Hender- 
son, Lamar, and Colonels Wood and Davii^. Several 
were wounded and a feW killed. Bragg's battery wai^ 
in action with them during the remainder of the day;^ 
Tbe fighting was not so severe as it was on the 81^, ex- 
^oept in the stre^ mnxiing directly from the cathedral, it 
c&vM not be crossed wkhoui passing through a dbowerttf"' 
bttUets* Ckie of Bragg's pieces had little efiect in this street 
as tb» we%ht of metal was too Ught Bragg's first s^- 
geant by the name of Weightman, was shot whil4 
pointing the gun. Our men could only cross, without 
gteat danger of being shot, excepting when our piece 
WJKs pointed at the enemy. Then the Mexicans Would' faH 
b^nd their barricade and our men would cross in squads* 
Ad soon as our piece was fired the balls of the eneiay^ 
came doiv^ the street like a shower af hickory nuts. 

Qeneral Taylor was in town entirely regardless of hhr 

person in the midst of danger. This was very imprudettt 

htf wrong. He even crossed the street where so many 

baUs were contimially passing, and crossed in a wallb

mnaj better than that. Taylor waa bmyi^.to (hebacjc 
bone, but imprudent. Capt Henry reoiinded bini4bat be 
ought to retire to a safer position ; but he said^^Tiixv 
TMit AXJ&AVD KNOCK iiTTBAT DooE.'' OuT men eomm^Qoed 
on the door and the occupant unlocked and opened it, and 
bebdid it waa an eztensiye apothecary ahqp. Tbte doctor 
(Ban Juan) treated faia visitors to ripe limes and cool water. 
He said that Ampudia was in the Plaza with four thousand 
men, and that two thousand were in the citadel. One door 
was burst open and'we saw five genteel looking women who 
were on their knees with crucifixes pleading for mercy. 
They were ve;y grateful when they found that their throats 
were not to be cut. Oeneral Taylor expected that Gene^ 
nil Worth would commence throwing shells into the city, 
in the afternoon, and perceiving that the field pieces were 
of httie use, ordered tliese forces to retire to camp. During 
the day (23rd) the enemy sent in a flag of truce, requesting 
a cessation of hostilities, that the women and (bhild^e^ 
might be removed. Old Rough and Ready said, ^< No^ ft 
w^ too late." It was reported that some of the eneilqr' 
were leaving on pack mules, and undoubtedly many others 
would have left, had not Oeneral Worth taken possession of , 
the Saltillo Road. General Worth on the west side of the 
city, ordered a heavy gun under Capt. Chapman's company 
to open on the city. This firing drove the enemy firom 
4heir lines bordering on th^ river.. About 10 A« M. the 7th 
I^fismtry left the redoubt ' and joined Gen. Worth, at tha 
palace, for the purpose of entering the city. The enemy 
di4 not make. ae great a resistance at the west part of the 
tpwn as at the ieast where they were in a larger body, and 
<^ir men did not,suffer so much in the former as in the latter 
poptUon,; There was some loss, however. Capt. M . Kavett, 
oC^^e Stl^jlnfanlry, while marching around the base of th# 
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tiill, on the morning of the Slat, was killed. Lieut. Potter 7tli 
lofaatry, while stormiitg the redoubt, wa» wounded. Lieut. 
^osseli was wounded in the attack upon the palace. Major 
Brown's companj.of artillery, Capt Blanchi^-d'a company and 
some iTexan Bangers, with a piece from McK^'is biutery, 
were ordered to march under Brown and take poesessionofu 
iiiill on the road to Saltillo, in order to cut off retreat The 
city bad been reconnoitred by Lieutenant|. Meeckand Ca^ 
liAcCulIough. They found that the city bad been clearod 
of the enemy as far as the Plaza in which was the ceme- 
tery. Capt Miles, with three companies wasordei^to 
take possession of the street nearest the river. Ckir 
onel Stanniford was to tak^ posession iji the next street 
north. Both parties, the first under the direction of Capt. 
'Holmes, and *the i^ond, under Capt. Scriven, mored on 
and took possessbn of the cemetery, without a dboi from 
the enemy- Loop holes had been made in the walk and 
they had been prepared {(x defence. A (»ece of artillery fcAr 
hwtd each of these commands. Then pame Colonel ChSds 
with the Artillery Battalion and Capt Miles with the i^stnain- 
der of the 7th and a company of the 8th Infantry. Theiaet 
was designed to protect the amunition train sent round byGeft. 
Taylor. Major Monroe and Lieut. Lovell soon placed the 
mortar in position. Captains Hdmea and Seriven, with 
dieir forces marched through llie same ^ttreeto to a square 
m advance of the cemetery and soon commtooed with die 
enemy.

Just beyond San Pedro,, on the way lo San Luis Foloei, 
when our m^i were passing through a-defiewith high 'moiin* 
tains each side, a nuae was sprung and showers; of stones 
thrown down among us while we were fired upon icamu the 
elh^ ^ide. The arrieros deserted their mides and the rear 
guard, consisting of eloTen men, fled. Colonel >May dis- 
mounted twenty men and went throi^ the pass. Onfy 
sn t)ccasional shot was fired at them. Eleven men, twelve 
horses and cdl the bag^3;age were lost At Tula, one hun- 
dred and fifty miles from Vietori%tewards San Luis Potesi, 
Generals Valencia and Urea/ had ccnoenftraled^aswas re- 
ported, Jan. 6th, a large force. 

The order was issued January 12di, 1847, to jproceed > lo 
Tampico. We set out on the 13th. As General Taylor 
was aboitt stealing, he reoeived orders from General Scott to 
send his whole commaiid, excepting .two batteries of 
light artiHelcy, and squadron of dragoons, to Tampico^ 
whei^ Scott wouM meet them about the first of February. 
'Geti^ari^ler was ordered to return to Monterey and re- 
main on the defensive. He left hnmediatdy, taking, in ■ ad« 
ditipa te the above named forces, the 1st Mississippi regtmisnt. 
Thus Taylor was deprived of almost all of hi» r^ulam, 
. which blasted all of his hopes in reference to advamnng ufton 
San Luis Potosi. *

** It IB with deep sensibUity that the commanding general 
finds himself separated from the troops he so long command- 
ed. To those corps/ regular and volunteer, who have shared 
with him the active services of the field, be feels the attach- 
ment due such associations; while to those 'making their 
fii8t campaign, be must express his regret that he can not 
participate with thefn in its eventful scenes. To all, both 
officers aiid m^n, he extends his heartfelt wishes for their 
continued soocess and happiness, confident thait their achieve- 
mesits on another theatre will redound to the ^credit of their 
country and its aims." 

General Scott reached the Brasoe, Dec. 28th, 1846 and 
took the command of the army. Gen. Worth was ordered 
to move, with all the regulars, excepting Wasbingtbn'Si 
Webster's, Sherman's and Bragg's batteries, to Point Isab^. 
• The f<XDce that iet out for Tampico, Jan. 13, arrived on 
the 23rd. General Taylor and his command, arrived at 
Monterey on his return from Victoria, the last of Jan. 1847. 
General Wool had established a camp at therancho. Tay- 
lor kept possession of Saltillo and the strong passes in ad* 
.vance of it, and stationed his forces, at these points. 

Jan. 22, a scouting party, under Major Borland ^and 
Gaines, the former of the Arkansas and the latter of the 
Kmtucky cavalry, were surrounded by Gteneral Minon 
with three thousand men, and captured, sixty miles from 
Stdtiilo. Our men numbered sixty-four privates, and six 
officera and they were immediately marcl^off to Mexica 
This capture exhibited great carelessness in the officers.

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BATTLE OP BUENA VISTA. 



On the 5th of February, General Tajbr, having* heard 
reports of the advancefitent of Santa Anna with a large 
foite, moved his head quarters eighteen miles south of Sal- 
tillo, to Agua Nuevac By the 8th all of his army except- 
ing Major Warren's command, which was left at Saltilio, 
concentrated at that point. The forces consisted of two. . 
companies ot the^lst Dragoons, under Captain Sieen ; two 
companies 2d Dragoom, under Brevet Lieuteniant-colonel 
May; Bragg's and Sherman's batteries, 3d Artil}ery; 
Washington's battery, 4th Artillery f one regiment Arkan* 
sas cavalry, under Colonel Yell ; one regiment of Kei^ 
tucky cavdry, under Colonel MarshaU ; 2d Kentucky foot 
under Colond M'Kee ; 1st Regiment Mississippi Rifles, ua^ 
der Colonel Davis; 3d Indiana, under Colondi Lane ; Isi 
Illinois, under Colonel Hardin ; 2d Illinois, under Cdiouel 
BisseD ; and two> cofmpanies of Texas volunteers, one corn- 
commanded by Captain C(Hiner, the other a spy coinpanyi 
commanded by the oelelxrated Captain (now Major) M'Cid- 
lougk, in alt amounting to three hundred and thirty-foui 
offifieis^ and iMir thouMind four hundred and twenty-five 



It was eyident thai there must be a terrible conflict and 
General Taylor selected a pass two miles in advance dl« 
Buena Vista, as his position. There was a valley about 
AuiH. miles broad, with irregular tluriaic^, contajining occap 
sipnally halk and ravines^ and was susmmded by h^ 



mountaiiuk The road passed by theeicbof a deep airoyo, 
which was impassaUe. On the right side of the road, 
there were great gullies which it was impossible to cross, 
extending to the mountains. On the left of the road 
were steep ascents to the tops of tbe^pors of. tbA mounUin 
and there was formed a plain, suitable for a battle field. 
The chcHce of this place showed much skill and good 
judgmeatin the General. By the 21st of Feb. our £woee 
were stationed at this position. Col. Yell was left, with some 
cayalry to cover the removal of the stores and were driven in 
by the enemy. Our men secured most of the stores and 
burned the remainder. General Taylor went to Saltillp 
immediately, to make arrangements for its defence, leaving 
Gen. Wool to command the army. Our forces prepared 
for the adv2^nce of the enemy. Capt Washington's bat- 
tery was so placed as to command the road. The Ist 
and 2d Illinois regiments containing sixteen hundred 
strong, an,d the 2nd Kentucky regiment, occupied crests of 
ridges in the rear and to the.le£L Near the base (tf the 
mountain at tlie extreme left, stood the Arkansas and Kei»' 
tucky cavalry The Indiana Brigade under General Lane, 
the Mississippi Riflemen, the two squadrons of dragoons^ 
and Sherman's and Bragg's .batteries wore held in reserve. 

On the nM>rning of the S2nd the enemy approached, and 
General Taylor returned immediately to eamp. Tremen- 
dous clouds of dust announced the advance of the enemy, 
who arrived in position, with immense maseesy betweea 10 
and 11 A. M. AQ was silence, waiting for the attack, whaa* 
a white flag wa« brought into our camp, by Sui^^n-gene- 
fi^ Lindenbttger, with the fo&owing message fiwi Santa 
Aiina: 

^^ You are dmrcMmded by tw;etity thousand men, and can- 
BfH is^ any human ptobabffity avoid eu&ing a ronte^ and 
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bain{4:qtlo» pilots with- your Ciodps ; buf as you deserve 
epnsideratioa and paitieular esteem, I wiali to s&ve you 
from a catastrophe, and for that purpose give you this notice 
iii order that you may surrender at discretion, under the 
assurance thai you will be treated with the consideration 
belonging to the Mexican character,' to which end you will 
be granted an hour's time to make up your Inind, to com- 
mence from the moment when my flag of truce arrives in 
your camp.

Thlttt wais'a slight demonstration of our right and a section of 

Bragg,8 battery, suppoHed by the 2d Kentucky foU, were 

detached to that point They bivoucked for the night. 

Near evening, the light troops of the enemy conunenced

Three pieces of Washington's battery niider 
Capt. O'Brien, took position to the left. Here the troops 
rested during the night on their arms. 

Genral Taylor proceeded to Saltillo with the Mississippi 
regiment and squadron of 2nd dragoons, and while there 
about fifteen hundred Mexicans under General »Minoa had 
advanced into the valley, by a pass through the mountains, 
and were seen in the rear of the city. They were designed 
lo harass us and cut off our retreat There were in the 
city, four companies of Illinois volunteers under Major War- 
ren of the first regiment. There was a field-work conunand* 
ing the approaches and was garrisoned by Capt. Webster^ 
company with two twenty-four pound howitzers. Two 
companies of Mississippi riflemen,'' under Capt Rodgeni 
with one field-piece under Capt. Shower, defended the train.' 

Jan. S2nd, during the night, the enemy'stationed a large 
force of light troops upon the side of the mountain, to out- 
flank our left. 

On the morning of the 23rd, the action was renewed at 

this pc»nt. Col. Marsliall with his riflemen, re-enforced by 

three companies of Illinois volunteers, imder Major Trail, 

stood firm and did considerable execution with thdr sure 

rifl es. At 8 o'clock a large column of the enemy moved up 

the road and threatened oar centre, but Washhigton's enar* 

getic battery kept them back. The enemy could' do notb- 

ng on account of the nature of the ground, where they 

sfbod ; but our left being on an extensive plain, Santa 

Anna thought* that he could outflank us. laagt bodies 

of the en^ny passed up the ravines widi^ cover .of 

lodges, and co ncentrated near our left. The 8d Indiana 



and the former supported O'BnwV thi^ picK^j^ of artUldry, 
The cominander on the left was Briga^er-general Lane. 
O^Brienwa^ orc^red to advance towards .the enemy with hie 
guns.

The action was so warm, that the Indiana regi- 
ment broke, not being, able to stand against such a fire, 
afnd left the artillery unprotected. Thus Capt. O'Brien wae 
obliged to retire leaving one of his piecesi at which ey^ 
ery man and horse was either killed. or wounded. The 
cowardly Indiana regiment could not be rallied^ though 
Major Dix, Paymaster U. S. Army, induced a few to return 
and jmn , togetlier with their Colond Bowlesr the Missis- 
sippi regiment They were very useful during the remain* 
der of the day. , Our left giving way, encouraged the enemyi 
and large masses oi them pressed forward and forced our 
light troops on the side of the mountain, to retire, and ma* 
ny of them cpuld not be rallied until they . reached the dei>> 
pot at Buena Yista. The 2nd Illinois regiment, to which 
a section of Sherman's battery was attadtie^ were drivea 
before the enemy.

Colonel Yell was killed, in the charge, at Buena Vieta, at 
the head of his regiment. Adjutant Vaughn, abo, of die 
Kentucky cavalry fell in that engagement 

A part of the Arkansas and Indiana troops, and Ool. May, 
with his command, kept in check the enemy's r^t. Tl»6y 
w«re crowded in vast numbers in ravines, and our guns made 
horrid work with them. Those who had gained ouv ' rear 
were now in the greatest danger. Santa Anna perceived it 
and in his deceptive and cowardly manner, sent a white flag 
into our camp, and asked Greneral Taylor ^ what he wanted.'^ 
Taylor immediatdy ordered the firing to cease, and s^t 
General Wool, with a white flag, to answer the message. 
No consultation could be had, as the Mexicans kept on firing. 
Santa Anna had gained time for his fi>rces to reaeh their 
lines and he cared no more for the truce. This was barba- 
rous enough in the Meneah General. While the enemy 
were retreating, they w^esevmely handled by our artillery. 

The cavalry under General Minon, were in the road be- 
tween the battlefground and Saltillo, and it was feared that 
they would &U upon the^y. Gapt- Webster fired upon 
them from the redoubt, and they moved towards Buena 
Vista. Capt. Shover, with some volunteers 'and a piece of 
artillery, accompanied by a piece of Webster's battery, un- 
der.

^ The services of the light artillery, always conspicuous, 
wece more than usually distinguished. Moving rapidly over 
Ad roughest ground, it was always in action at the right 
plaoe and at the right time, and its w^-directed fire dealt 
destruction in the masses of the enemy .** 

The General was necessarily much exposed . Two balls 
pissed through his clothes. Our forces consbted of five 
ihousand, and but four hundred and fifty-three of them were 
M^iulars. We were not able to follow up our success for 
Ihe want of more men.

I. The commanding general has. the grateful task of 
congratulating the troops upon the^ brilliant success which 
attended their arms in the conflict of the. 22nd a.]id 23rd, 
Confident in the immense supericrity of number^, and stim- 
ulated by the presence of a distinguished . leader, the Mexi* 
can troops were yet repulsed in eveiy effort to force ouT 
lines, and fiqally withdrew with immense loss from the field. 

II. The genei^al would express his obligations to the men 
and officers engaged for the cordial support - which they renr 
dfired throughout, the action. It will be his highest pride 
lO bring to the notice of the government the cpnspicuoa 
gallantry of particular officers and corps, whose unwaTer- 
ing steadiness more than once saved the fortunes of the day. 
He would also express his. high satis&ctipn with the .small 
command left at Saltillo. Though not so seriously engaged 
as their comrades, their services were very important, and 
efficiently rendered. While bestowing .this just tribute to 
the good conduct of the troops, the general deeply regrets to 
say that there were not a few exceptions. He trusts that 
those who fled ingloriously to Buena Vista, and even to Sal 
tillo, will seek an opportunity to retrieve their reputation' 
and to emulate the bravery of their comrades who bore the 
brunt of the battle, and sustained, agsdnst - fearful odds^ ihe 
honor of the flag. 

. .III. The exhultation of success is checked by the heavy 
sacrifice of life which it has cost, embracing many officers 
of high rank and rare merit. While the sympathy of a 
grateful country will be given to the bereaved fiimiltes^and 
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ftien^ of those who nobly £dl| their iUiuiirioug example 
will remain for the benefit and admiration of the army.

road WHS strewed with dead and wounded Mexicans, and

^- Had it not been for the astonishing bravery of our men, 

*1B this battle, (6000 against 21,000,) we must have been 

-overwhelmed. 

General Urea, with about 8000 cavalry, had cut off aU 
: 'eommuoication between Camargo and Monterey, previous 
to the battle of Buena Vista. A train of waggons, escorted 
by thirty men, was attacked and captured Feb. 24th, at 
Ramos. The Wagons were burned and the teamsters dread- 
fully mutilated and their bodies cast into the flames. 

March 7th, Major Oiddings, in charge of a train of one 

hundred and fifty waggons,* was attacked near Ceralvo. 

After a severe struggle, the enemy was repulsed, but we lost 

- *fift(feb teamsters, two privates of Ohio volunteers, and fifty 

wagons. 

General Taylor -returned to Monterey early in March 
and pursued Urea, for a while and drove him over the 

mottataints. In. April six thousand volunteers were 
ealteB diit by government to re-enforce the anp^y. General

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Tqrlor was toreeeiye enough of tbem, to make, with whal 
be had, aboat ten thousand men. 

After this, nothing of much interest occurred in northern 
Mexico. The theatre of war was changed to another part 
of the country. The strong fortif had been taken and the 
enemy conquered in every battle. 

Genend Scott bad been ordered to Mexico by the govern- 
ment, Nov. 23rd, 1846, in the following language :

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BATTLE OF VERA CRUZ.

The new army was designated to attack the city of Vera 
Cruz and the Castle of San Juan de UUoa. The naval 
squadron, under Commodore Conner, was to assist the 
iand forces. The squadron landed at Anton Lizardo, 
March 7th. The troops, sent from General Taylor, ar- 
rived in February, and increased his army to 12,000 men. 

DSSC&IPTION OF THE CITY OF VERA CBUZ AJXJ> OAtTU 

OF SAN JUAN DE ULLOiT. f 

«< Vera Cruz is situated in 19«> 11' 62" north latitude. 
One portion of its walls is washed by the Atlantic^ and tiiii 
shore on the opposite side is a dry and sandy plain. 

^^ The city is small, but firom the regularity which marks 

its laying out, it is beautiful. The streets are wide, stnugkty 

and well paved^ The houses, of which there are one thotfc- 

sand and ^ixty-three, are mostly two storie^i high, and hmilt 

-^of the Mascara stone, taken from the sea-beach. 

^^ The fortifications of the city consist of ninii towefli 
connected together bjjntMan of a stone and mortar wally 
.which, howeyeir, iA "Mtymf &ick. The two towers named 
Santiago and Conception are the most important. They ar6 
situated at that portion of the walls looking toward the cas- 
tle of San Juan, and are distant from each other one thou- 
sand two hundred and seventy varas. The other tbwers, 
mcluding the one called San Fernando, are almost equal 
in shape, size, and strength. All of them can mount one 
hundred pieces of artillery of various sizes ; and save those 
of the middle ones, their fires all cross in front of the 
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guard-houses, tiie external walls of whidl;^ form partof ib^ 
walls which surround the city. 

^^ Although the pdrt of Vera Cruz is the principal one in 
the Gulf of Mexico, it is very dangerous durii^ the seasons 
of the northers — ^that which is called the bay, being, in 
reality, nothing more than a bad roadstead. Baron Hum* 
boldt but too faithfully described the harbor of Vera Cruz 
when he said, that the only shelter it affords shipping is a 
dangerous anchorage among shoals. 
, /^ The cdstle of SqLn Juan de Ulloa is unquestionably the 
most celebrated of all American fortresses. Its constrHC- 
tion was commenced in the year 1682, upon a bar ox 
bank, in front of the town of Vera Cruz, at the distance 
«f one thousand and sixty-two Castilian yaras or yard% 
and it is entirely surrounded by water. The centre of ^ 
area occupied hy this fortress is a small island, upon which 
Juan de Gnfjalra. landed a year previous to the anival of 
Cortec^ upon the Continent, and, at that period, it accit 
Actttally receired the name which it retains to this preMat 
day^ It seems that there was a shrine or temple eredSed 
upon it, in which human victims were sacrificed to the 
IncUan gods ; and as the Spaniards were informed that 
these offerings were jmade in accordance with the com-^ 
mands of the kings of Acolhua (one of the provinces of the 
empire), they confounded or abbreviated this name into 
the word Ulloa, which they affixed to the island. 

^^ According to a report made on the 17th of January^ 
1776, it was the opinion of a council of war, composed of 
distinguished officers, that this fortress, after all its defeii* 
oiba were completed, would require a garrison for effective 
service, composed of seventeen hundred infantry soldiere, 
diree hundred artillery, two huhdred and tweaty-e^j^ 
sailors, and a hundred supernumeraries. 
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^^ The exterior polygon^ which faces Vera CniK, extendi 
ihree hundred yards in length, whilst thai which defends 
tbe north channel is, at least, two hundred yards long* 
Besides this, there is a low battery situated in the bastion 
of Santiago, which doubles the fire on that channel. The 
southern channel is commanded also by the battery of San 
Miguel. ' 

" The whole fortress is constructed of Madrepora Astreaj 
a species of soft coral, which abounds in the neighboring 
islands. Its walls are from four to five yards in thickness, 
Uteir exterior being faced with a harder stone. It is well 
supplied with water, having seven cisterns within the 
eastle, which altogether contain ninety-three thousand 
seven hundred and sixty-seven cubic feet of water. Iti 
ftill equipment of artillery pieces is three hundred and 
seventy ; but it contained only a hundred and seventy- 
Heven when attacked by the French in 1838.'' 

A regiment of Louisiana volunteers, under Colonel 
Russey, were wrecked in February near the island of Lobos* 
They were met by a large force under General Cos and 
oidered to surrender. They were without arms, but Colo- 
nel Russey delayed his answer until night, presenting at 
the same time a bold front. He lighted up camp fires, 
If^ his ba^age, and, by forced marches, reached the 
Axnerican quarters at Tampico. 

The two commanding officers, immediately after landing 
at Lizardo, reconnoitred the city in the steamer Petrita, 
and thought best to land on the beach due west of the 
island of Sacrificios. At daybreak on the 9th, about 
2,800 troops were transferred, in each frigate, and nrDpor- 
tionate numbers in smaller vessels, to Sacrificios. A little 
after 11 A. M. the squadron moved off majestically The 
day was fine, with a gentle breeze from the south east, and^ 
a^'intootil iea. The passage' occupied betwiien two'aiiijf 



J^ree hoyrSy aii4 the vessels wens- anchored wiHiout con- 
fusion • Gen. Scott ordered the landing to be commenced 
iomiediately, ordering the steamers Spitfire and Vtzen) afid 
fiye gun-boats, to form a line parallel with and near th^ 
be^ch, in order to cover the landing of our men in tho 
surf-boats. As the boats, 65 in number, received the 
troops, they assembled in a line, abreast, between the 
fleet and the gun-boats and pulled for the. shore, all at 
once, lai^ding without resistance. General Worth com* 
manded this first line of the army and formed his me%, 
4]^500 strong, on the beach and neighboring heights just 
before sunset, and by 10 P. M. an army of 10,000 men 
were on shore, without any accident occurring. All but 
$, few companies had landed. The next d^^y the artillery^ 
Jiorses, provisions, and other materials were landed, and 
the remaining troops, making more than eleven thousand 
men. General Scott landed early in the morning, and 
preparations were immediately made to surround Ihe city» 
As our men advanced, some shot and shells were fired 
from the town and castle, but without effect. At 2 o'clock^ 
March 10th, a brisk fire from the enemy commenced* 
One of our men had his thigh broken, and two others were 
wounded* A small detachment was sent out under Cap* 
tain Gordon to reconnoitre. He found himself, after going:^ 
two or three hundred yards, near a body of men and hailed 
them. They answered in English, and SQon answered 
again by a volley of bullets, which was returned by the 
detachment, and the Mexicans were obliged to retire int» 
the town. At sunrise, the steamer Spitfire, Capt. Tatnall^; 
took position in front of the- city and castle, and com* 
menced firing. She continued for an hour, and the city 
and castle, returned the compliment. Soon after the 
Spitfire opened her fire, the 1st and 2d divisions moved ap 
tk4 beach towards the city about a mile and commenced 



to iayest the place. Four or fite regiments of MexlcftB 
iiifioitry-and cavalry appeared in front of the city, half a 
liile fraaa our men^ and commenced firing upon us. Out 
cf bur mountain howitzers and some rockets were placed 
cm the hills. A few shots were fired and rockets sent \ 
Wit without effect. Captain Taylor was ordered to try 
tfie six-pounder, which caused the Mexicans to retiie ber 
hind the hill. One Mexican was killed. 

.. General Worth was successful in taking his position on 
the right of the investment by 11 o'clock. The liney cir- 
cumvallating the city, was to run along a chain of ^and^' 
lulls about Smiles from the city, rai^ng from 300 tQ, 
1500 feet high, entirely commanding the town a^ fortifi*^ 
cations. The heavy guns from the castle could reach the: 
right wing. 

4 After Worth had taken his position, General Patterson^t 
diviaion took up its line of marc)i, with General Pillow't; 
brigade in advance, in order to form on the left of Wortb'i 
dif ision. After proceeding a mile, they met the enemy 
in a thick chaparral. There was a smart fire for about 
twi»nty minutes. Tbe Mexican9 retreated. Gen. Pillow 
bad great difficvdty in advancing through the chaparral. 
Her proceeded about half a mile farther by 4 p. m., and met 
tbe enemy again, in ambuscade. Their "fire was heavy 
upon our men, and General Patterson sent the New York 
rtgioient of Shields' brigade to aid General Pillow ; but 
oftly one New York company arrived, before General 
MHow had routed the enemy by a charge.. Only two of 
our men were slightly wounded. A body of the enemy 
w^re seen at a little distance, at a house known as a maga- 
zme, on the left flank of Pillow's command. A 6-poun4^r 
Wiui directed towards them, and a few shptfi w^re^ e^ug]j|.

At 7 a. m., (March 11th) (General Quitman's brigade * 
wasordered to relieve General Pillow from the place whidi 
he occajpied during the night* The Mexicans, thinking :

of the hilL A sn^art fire was kept up for an hour. 

Oapt. Davis, of the Geo^a regiment, with twenty riflen i 
mieti, were sent as skirmishers, to move round under the .' 
hilland engage the enemy in close quarters. About 200j 
of the enemy advanced on him, and he held them in cheek t- 
tutttil Colonel Jackson, with^ the balance of three compa*.* 
nies^ aiid Col. Dickerson and- his regiment, came to hit> 
aid. The eliemy were obliged to retire, with the loss ofl' 
s^eral disad and wounded.

At 9 A, M., General Tvrig^ with his mounted rifles ilL. 
advance, moved up to take position on the left of the linii* 
It was very difficult as the cannon had to bb lifted o(V«r>. 

The foifee ifli 
reached their destination by the sea-diore, above the toim, 
about i^un-down. Thus the city was surrounded, bjr vm^ 
oUr Hne reiaching about eight miles. General Worth oen- 
pied the right, General Twiggs the left, and General PbV! 
tersott the centre. ^ 

Otir men now commenced placing their heavy batteiiMir 
in ^j^Mtzon to open upon the town. ' ^^ii 

#7 Ilf#lk9dy seven iMiuiMh mi»ti*t^'#er# Ik batt«y^i 
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and the others nearly ready. At two, P. M., General 
Soott addressed a summons to the Gtoyemor of Vera Cms, 
end received an answer in two hours. The Gtovemor 
supposed that Scott ordered him to surrender the town 
^d castle (tl^oiigh that was not the case, as Scott was not 
prepared to make such a demand). 

ScQtt now determined to open his seven mortars upon 
the town. The small vessels of Commodore Perry's 
squadron, two steamers and five schooners, came within a 
mile and an eighth of the city and opened a brisk fire,^^ 
which continued till 9, A. M. (March 23), when the Com 
modore called the vessels away from so dangerous a pofli* 
lion. By noon we had ten mortars battering the walls at 
the city. The ten inch mortars planted about eight hun-» 
drfed yards from the city, were very effective. Our men^. 
thus far, from the time of their landing had only foui^ of ; 
fifie men wounded, and one officer and one private killed* 
The officer was Capt. J. R. Vinton, of the U. S. 3d ar? 
tillery. He was killed in the trenches, March 24th, el 
ten, A. M. The naval battery. No. 6, consistii^ of three 
thirty-two pounders and three eight inch PaixhanSj'i^en- 
ed a terrific fire, under Capt. Aulick. The battery was 
active till two, P. M. We lost four sailors killed, and 
Lieut. Baldwin was slightly wounded. 
. March 25th, battery No. 4, consisting of four twenty- 
four pounders, and two eight inch Paixbans, opened. 

Now, batteries 1, 2, 3, 4 and 6, wer3 shaking the whole 
foundation of the city, by their tremendous fire. 

On the evening of the 24th, the foreign consuls signed 
m memorial, requesting General Scott to grant a truce, so 
Ihat the neutrals and women and children might retiijp 
tatm i^e oily. Our heavy guns made dreadful havec^ 4^ 
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stroyiBg many women and children* Gkneral Scott 7#> 
plied: 

First, That a trace conld only be granted on the 
application of Gtovemor Morales, with a view to surren- 
der; second, That in sending safeguards to the different 
consuls, beginning as far back as the 13th instant, he dis- 
tinctly admonished them, particularly the French and 
Spanish consuls— -and, of course, through the two, the 
other consuls— of the dangers that have followed ; third. 
That sJthough, at that date, he had already refused to al- 
low any person whatsoever to pass the line of investment 
either way, yet the blockade had been left open to the 
consuls and other neutrals to pass out to their respective 
ships of war up to the 22d instant ; and, fourth, he en* 
closed to the memorialists a copy of his summons to the 
governor, to show that he had fully considered the im- 
pending hardships and distresses of the place, including 
those of women and children, before one gun had been 
fired in that direction. 

On the 26th, General Scott* received overtures from 
General Landero, on whom General Morales had devolv- 
ed the command, and on account of a heavy norther, hf^ 
was unable to communicate with the ships until the 27tl\« 

The American Commissioners were, Generals Worth 
and Pillow, Colonel Totten, and Capt. Aulick. . ^ 

It was finally agreed that the city and castle shoul^ 
surrender to us. 

The following are the terms of capitulation : 

^^ 1. The whole garrison, or garrisons, to be surrendei^ 
ed to the arms of the United States, as prisoners of wars 
the 29th instant, at IQ o'clock, A. M.; the ^Eurrisons Ur 
be pehnitted to march out with all the honors of war, and 
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Id lay down their arms to such officers as maiy be appoiht- 
td by the general-in-chief of the United States' armies^ and 
at a point to be agreed* 11^)011 by the cofmrni^i^ners. 

"2. Mexican officers sfikll pfftsletVe tH«r' £Lhns' aWl 
private ejQTects, including hof sei and hoifse-fiirniliure^* icHA 
to be allowed, regular and irregtilar offifceri', a^ ditf'tK^ 
rank and file, five days to retire to their liespective honi^, 
tnx parole, as hereinafter prescribed. 

/^ 3. Coincident with the surrender, as stipulated in ar<- 
iicle 1, the Mexican flags of the various forts and stations 
diall be struck, saluted by their own batteries ; and, ini«- 
mediately thereafter. Forts Santiago and Conception, and 
the castle of San Juan de UUoa, occupied by the forces of 
the United States. 

*^ 4. The rank and file of the regular portion of the pri- 
soners to be disposed of after surrender and parole, as 
(heir general-in-chief may desire, and the irregular to be 
permitted to return to their homes. The officers, in re- 
spect to all arms and descriptions of force, giving the 
usual parole, that the said rank and file, as well as them- 
selves, shall not serve again until duly exchanged. 

" 5. All the materiel of war, and all public property 
of every description found in the city, the castle of San 
Juan de Ulloa and their dependencies, to belong to the 
TTmted States ; but the armament of the same (not injured 
or destroyed in the further prosecution of the actual war), 
may be considered as liable to be restored to Mexico by a 
definite treaty of peace. 

^^ 6. The sick and wounded Mexicans to be allowed to 

remain in the city, with such medical officers and attend* 

mts, and officers of the army, as may be necessary to their 

oare and treatment. ^ 

' ^7* Absolute pr6tection iis solemnly guaranteed to fir* 
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80911 iu i^c city, and property, and it i9 clearly under- 
stood that no private building or property is to be tak^ 
or used by the forces of the United States, without preifU 
0)m arrangement with the owners, and for a i2^s equiya- 
tent. 

. ^^ 8. Absolute freedom of religioms worship and cere^ 
^nies is solemnly guaranteed.'' 

At the surrender on the 27th, our army were drawn «ip 

in two lines, facing each other, and stretching more than a 

, mile. The enemy left the city at ten o'clock, passed be- 

,tween our lines, laid down their arms and colors and 

marched for the interior. General Worth superintended 

the evacuation and then entered the city. Our flag waf 

erected over the Plaza and saluted by the guns of the ci^ 

and squadron. General Worth was appointed Militarj 

, Qovemor. 



BATTLE OF SIERRA QORDA. 

General Twiggs' division of our army arrived, witlun 
three miles of the position of the enemy, April 11th, and 
(General Patterson's on the 12th. On the 16th, we had 
six thousand men ready for action, 'while the enemy num- 
bered from eight to twelve thousand. They occupied 
a chain of works along the road, the nearest of which i^ 
about a mile and a quarter from General Scott's head- 
quarters. The road over y^hxGh. we had to pass, was baor- 
ticaded and cut up in every way to impede our progfdHs* 
Beyond the fitst fortification there are several others dcWb* 
^>N^ coiEiaattoding the gorge, liurough wUtitii'tli^ toult tD 
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Jalapa nins. There were tw^itj-feur pieces of field ar- 
tillery besides about fourteen heavy cannon in posdtiotw 
The high and rocky rayine of the river protected their 
right flank and a series of abrupt and apparently impassa^ 
ble mountains and ridges covered their l^ft. A front at- 
tack, which the enemy expected on account of our bravery, 
must have been fatal to us. General Scott outwitted the 
One Leg and had a road cut to the right, so as to escape 
the front fire, and turn his position oh the left flank. A 
deserter from our camp made this known to the enemy, 
^ and they sent General La Vega with a large force to jJd 
tlie left flank. 

General Scott, on the 17th of April, to cover his flank 
movements, sent General Twiggs against the fort on the 
steep ascent in front, and a little to the left of the Sierr^ 
This expedition was commanded by Colonel Harney, who 
carried the position under a heavy fire of grape and musket- 
ry. This was an important post gained, situated in froiit 
and near the enemy's strongest fortification. By great 
labor, one of our large guns was placed upon the top of 
the fort, and blazed away at a strong fort in the rear ; but 
with little efiect. 

April 18th, early in the morning, our army moved to 
the attack in columns. General Twiggs's division attack- 
M the enemy's left and carried the breast works after* a 
sl^ht resistance, at the point of the bayonet, and coxa*^ 
pjetely routed the enemy at that point. Pillow's brigade, 
. accompanied by General Shields's, passed along the J$dik- 
pa road with rapidity, and took a position to stop tl^e p^ 
treat of the enemy. General Worth moved fprwf^rdtp^ 
ward ^^left to aid Twiggs. Twiggs had.st^^^id 
^ 9t(m&^ to pass over^ was coiistMtJy^ jex|^|fi . 
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tiM 6re ofiko ememj im ttoni 'tad to the croem-fire of th* 
ferts and batteries* ' '- 

The fight was tremendous for a short timej and fitaHy 
the enemy gave way on all sides. Three thousand Ma 
with field and other officers surrendered. A large amonnt 
ol> small arms, ordnance and batteries were taken. SSx 
thousand of the enemy gained the rear of our army on the 
JUapa road and were pursued. We lost two hundred luid 
fifty lulled and wounded, and among the latter was Gene- 
ral Shields. The Mexican loss was about one hundred 
more than ours, besides those taken prisoners. We cap^*^ 
tured thirty pieces of cannon, much anununition, and the 
private baggage and money chest of Santa Anna, contain- 
ing twenty thousand dollars. On the 19th, Jalapa, and 
on the 22d, Perote, were taken without opposition. 

Nothing prevented our men from being utterly destroyed 
but the steepness of the ascent under which they could 
shelter. But they sought no shelter, and onward rushed 
ligainst a hailstorm of balls and musket-shot, led by tho 
^lant Harney, whose noble bearing elicited the applause 
of the whole army. His conspicuou3 and stalwart frame 
at the head of his brigade, his long, arm waving his men 
on to the charge, his sturdy voice ringing above the clash 
of arms and din of conflict, attracted the attention and ai^ 
miration alike of the enemy and of our own men* On, (% 
he led the columns, whose front lines melted before the 
exlemy's fire like spow-flakes in a torrent^ and staid not 
their course until leaping ever the rocky barriers^ and 
bayonetting their gunners, they drove the enemy pell mell 
from the fort, delivering a deadly fire into their ranks, firoa 
their own guns, as they hastily retired. 

Gttieial Scott, between iriiom and C<^oiid HaoMj

It was here the enemy received their heavier- kiss/ttnd 

* iheir General Vasquez was killed. A little aftet, General 
'> Worth, having, by great exertions, passed the steep tmd 
"Craggy heights on the enemy's left, summoned a strtftng 

* 'Rrt in the rear of the Sierra to surrender. This SArt -tras 
^manned by a large force under General Knzon, a mulatto . 
''officer of considerable ability and couragef, whd, seeing the 
''Sien^ carried, thought prudent to surrender, whici life^did 
■%lth all' his force. General Shields was not so folrttnikte 

in the battery which he attacked, and which was com- 
manded by General la Vega. 'A heavy fire was opened 
'6h him, under which the fort was carried with somi^ loss 
by l!he gallant lUinoisians, under Baker and Bennett, sup- 
'ported by the New Yorkers, under Pumett. Among thbse 
'who fell under this fire was the gallant general, who re- 
ceived a grape-shot through his lungs, by which he Was 
completely paralyzed, and at the last account was' in a 
lingering state* On the enemy's right. General Pillow 
commenced the attack against the strong forts near the 
river. The Tennesseeans, under Haskell, led the column, 
' and the other volunteer regiments followed. This column 
unexpectedly encountered a heavy fire from a masked 
batteiry, by which Haskell's regiment was nearly cut to 
^ faeces, 'dhd fhe' other volunteer rejgiments were severely 
^'tetndfed: 'General Pillow withdrew' his taen, and' "was 
^'pitpM^ foi another attack, when the operations at- the 
other points having "proVed successful, the eiiemy condud- 
yiri^ffii diin«iider.i >fTl«iti9 die ¥iC^^ wa» com^iottf^' and 
iiap(apgMieiris^iand/a V o < rt *ife i>thotisai^ men, ^9iRe«>illten 
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pnsott^rs by our army. One of their principal generals 
«]id a large number of other officers killed. The Mexican 
loroe on this occasion certainly exceeded our own." , 

In addition to the loss of the enemy in killed and taken 
they lost about thirty pieces of brass cannon, mostly of 
large calibre, manufactured at the royal foundry of Seyille. 
A large quantity of fixed ammunition, of a very superior 
quality, together with the private baggage and money- 
cheat of Santa Anna, containing twenty thousand dollars, 
was also captured* 

.On the same day that the battle of Sierra Oordo was 
fought, a portion of the American Gulf Squadron, undet 
Commodore Perry, captured the town of Tuspan, on th« 
£h]lf: 

. On the 19th, the city of Jalapa was captured by a de> 
tachment under General Twi^s ; and on the 22d, (}ene* 
ral Worth entered the town of Perote* Both these citiet 
w«re taken without opposition ; and in the latter were 
JbuimI immense stores of small arms, ammunition, and lilt 
luge guns of the city and castle. 



BATTLE OF CHURUBUSCO. 

OxHX&AL Scott remained inactive for awhile before 
entering the capital, hoping to be re-enforced, his head* 
quartecs being at Puebla, while the Mexicans, notwitb* 
standing their repulses and severe losses, were busy in 
collecting another anny and fortifying ^veqri.fntranoii;t» 

^^>ty* , (Par fpiwiitetk m af tm lHtti». ■— o»»<r.> 
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Aug. 8th, our army, haying received a few re»enlbree- 
ments, marched towards the capital, and reached Ayoth 
on the 12th, where there was a strong fortification cdM 
St« Pinon. It was reconnoitred and found to be yerj 
strong by nature and art. It was thought, that it would 
be hazardous to attack it, as was anticipated by the Mexi^ 
cans. Scott here again outwitted Santa Anna, for lie 
found a road south of Lake Charles, opening into that frott 
Vera Cruz, below Ayotla, which would enable our anny 
to pass around the fort; but the march was a very difficult 
one, for heavy rains had filled the low places so that the 
soldiers were often obliged to wade. The steep and TUg^ 
ged heights were to be crossed : and the paths andgoi^^ei 
were filled with immense stones, which had been rolled 
in by the enemy. The men became weary during the 
day, and the nights were dark and wet, which added te 
their discouragements. 

On the 17th, our wlvanee arrived at San Augfisti%'« 
nobtall town about twelve miles south of the capital j GoM^ 
ral Worth led on his men to take possession of aimcieodi 
near the fortification of San Antonio, for the purpose of 
attacking that place. They captured the village ; b«t 
Capt. Thornton was killed in^aking a reconnoissance, firom 
a heavy dischai^e of artillery by the enemy. One or two 
of our men were wounded. A squadron of artillery and t 
battalion of ilifiliitry Wete near the tiedoubt, hoping to 
make an attack in the afternoon, but a rain set in, and 
Oeiietal 'Soott Aougfat best to witiidrsfw them, ^iiadthe 
battsbes'of 'the enemy opened with energy upon.<thi««d»- 
taebnlent, it would probably have been obUgedto retiaie 
or bem CQtno pieces} bat foftuMtely'lieTgttucwMViiA- 
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I J)«iu^ the night, the diTiaicms of Pillow and Ti^%gt 
warobed towards the strong works of Contreras, to'b| 
impared for an assault in the morning. This was a xerj 
fiitiguing march. The darkness of the night, the torrenli 
al rain pouring down upon* them, the wild roaring of the 
winds, the ridges from rocks of lava to pass over, tht 
denseness of the brushwood, the swollen streams to cross^ 
presented difficulties rarely surpassed. 

At eight the. next morning, the batteries of the enemy 
iipened upon the^ hacienda of San Antonio, where (General 
Worth was posted. This cannonading was heavy. Tht 
lir was shaken by the heavy explosions, while houses and 
even strong fortifications were shattered to pieces and fell 
in thundering ruins, beneath the showers of shot jand 
ihells* Almost all of the streets were swept by bullets 
and laige bombs which burst in the air, and hurled slugs, 
shot and fragments among our ranks, making sad havoc 
But the Yankees were not frightened yet. They placed 
theai^elves behind walls and buildings, and calmly, amid 
this scene of confusion^ prepured for action. Soon the 
divisions of Pillow and Twiggs moved on towards Con- 
Ifferas, arriving about one P. M. General P. F. Smith 
was ordered to march up in front of the enemy's works, 
asd Colonel Riley, to move with rapidity towards the 
fight, gain the main road, and prevent any re-enforcements 
esf tibe enemy. Smith dashed forward under a tremendous 
lie 9akd secured a good position for his artillery. Every 
blEttery and gun on both sides roared away with horrible 
siibtimity and ftetually shook the ground for miles around, 
and their reverberations rolled with grandeur alou^ the 
lefty-ridges of fhe^ mountaiiis. The few gens of our ad^ 
vfinced battery were soon silenced, and QiNMml' PmtM 
proceeded to ti|ie relief of Gteneral Smith. 
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At this time, large re*enforcements of the enemy ap- 
proached Contreras, and General Cadwallader hastened to 
irerenforce Riley. The contest was now terrific. Neither 
WJay would yield an inch of ground. 
. At four o^clock, General ScDtt passed along the lineSi 
And was welcomed by an enthusiastic shout. Perceiving 
the immense strength of the enemy, he ordered General 
Shields to re-enforce Riley and Cadwallader, and strength* 
en our army in front of the enemy. Now the battle ragea 
oigher still, and hundreds fell to rise no more. This dreads 
fill carnage was kept up for six hours, when the darkness 
of night closed the scene, and the cannons ceased their 
roar. Our men were disappointed, as they expected by 
that time to have been in the ^^ Halls of the Montezumas.'' 
They were obliged to lie upon the cold, wet ground, with- 
out blankets, to rest for the night. 
. At eight o'clock in the evening, General S 3ott retirtii 
to San Augustin, and Twiggs and Pillow went at eleven* 
; Scott and Worth set out for Contreras early the next 
morning. Firing was heard, and soon a messenger came^ 
Slaying that General Worth had carried the whole line of 
fortifications at Contreras. He planned and executed the 
undertaking in a skilful manner and with little loss. He 
took fifteen hundred of the enemy prisoners, including 
Generals Salas, Blanco, Garcia and Mendoza. He alao 
captured an immense amount of ammunition and camp 
equipage, and fifteen pieces of artillery, among them the 
two taken £rom Capt. O'Brien at Buena Vista; seven 
hundred of the enemy were killed and many more 
wounded. 

General Scott now sent General Worth to attack San

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soldiers passed over lihe battle-field of the previous dajit 
and the scene which was presented was enough to makft 
the hardy soldier stiidder and feel sick in view of the 
horrors of war. Hundreds lay covered with blood, stiff 
and cold in death, while others were uttering pit^ouf 
groans and begged for water. The streams actually rua 
with human blood. What a shocking scene ! How suTr 
prising that nations will thus imbue their hands in ea^ch 
other's blood ! 

When the force reached San Pablo, another action con^* 
menced, and at the same time Worth's cannon were heard 
roaring away at Churubusco. The flower of both armies 
were now engaged in terrible combat. The rattling of the 
musketry, the clash of arms, and the deafening roar of the 
cannon and the groans of the dying, made the scene truly 
awful ! 

Scott was in the midst of danger encouraging his men^ 
while Worth and Twiggs were cheering their soldiers on* 
Thus, one of the severest conflicts ever witnessed on thiSj 
cohtinent, raged with increasing power for two hoonu 
Finally our forces gained full possession of all the works, 
and the enemy fled in dismay to the city. Worth follow- 
ed them almost to the gates. 

The next morning, a detachment of our men entered 
Chapultepec without opposition. 

Soon after this, Santa Anna sent flags, proposing a eus* 
pension ox hostilities. Negotiations took placei^amd t^e 
following armistice was adopted, August 20th : 

THE ARMISTICE. 

The undersigned, appointed respectively, the first throe 
vj Major-i^iieral Winfield Scoilt, oommuder-iii^hief of 
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tike annies of the United States, and the last two by hii 
Bzcellency D. Antonio Lopez de Santa Anna, President 
<^ the Mexican Republic, and commander-in-chief of its 
armies, met with full powers, whickwere fully verified in 
the Tillage of Tucubaya, on the 23d day of August, 1847, 
to enter into an armistice for the purpose of giving the 
Mexican government an opportunity of receiving proposi- 
tions of peace from the commissioners appointed by the 
President of the United States, and now with the Ameri- 
can army ; when the following articles were agreed upon : 

Art. 1. Hostilities shall instantly and absolutely cease 
between the armies of the United States of America and 
the United Mexican States, within ihirty leagues of the 
capital of the latter States, to allow time to the commission* 
«rs appointed by the United States and the commissionere 
to be appointed by the Mexican Republic to negotiate. 

2. The armistice shall continue as long as the commis- 
moners of the two governments may be engaged on n^o- 
ttations, or until the commander of either oi the said armies 
shall ^ve formal notice to the other of the cessation of the 
armistice for f<Mrty-eight hours after such notice. 

> 3* In the mean time, neither army shall, within thirty 
leagues of the city of Mexico, commence any new for« 
tification or military work of offence or defence, or do any 
thing to enlarge or strengthen any existing work or for* 
tification of that character within the said limits. 

4. Neither army shall be reinforced within the same« 
Any reinforcements in troops or munitions of war, othef 
than subsistence now approaching either army, shall be 
stopped at the distance of. twenty-eight leagues from the

15. For the more perfect execution of thisagreemeirt| 
two commissioners shall be appointed, one by each party, 
who, in case ofxlisagreem^t, shall appoint a third. 

16. This convention shall have no force or effect, unless 
approved by their exoellenoies, the commanders respect 
tively of the two armies,^ within twenty-four hours, reckl- 
ing from the sixth hour of the 23d day of August, 1847.

It IS believed that the whole force of the Mexicans, in 
these brilliant engagements, was about thirty-two thou- 
sand men. They lost between fiye and six thousand, in- 
cluding thirteen generals and forty-fire piecei^ 6f danA'on. 
Our army consisted of seven thousand, eleven hundred df 
whom were killed or tv'ounded. What a terrible slaugll* 
terl 

After the armistice was agreed upon, various meetings 
took place between Mr. Trist, the American minister, and 
Mejdcan Commissioners, and endeavors were made to ef- 
fect a treaty of peace, until September 2d, when Triift 
handed in his ultimatum in reference to the boundary linift. 
and the Commissioners were to meet again on the 16th. 

Sdme infractions of the truce were made by the enemy^ 
in reference to our supplies from the city ; but the Mesd- 
cans apologized* 

It appears that ais soon as the propositions of Trist weiA 
considered in a grand council of ministers and oth^rt^ 
Santa Anna, on the 4th and 5th^ without giving any pd^ 
tice to General Scott, commenced again fortifying tlii 
<nty, directly in opposition to the armistice. Scott itatiU^ 
diately sent him a note, which was answered in a Mm 
and impudent manner. < .'^ 

Our arrangements were delayed more than two wedtif 
by the armistice. It is probable that Santa Anna only 
entered into it for the purpose of gaining time* 
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BATTLE OF MEXICO.

Sept« 7th, Greneral Scott began to reconnoitre the dif- 
ftrent approaches to the city within his reach. In tbt 
afternoon, a large body of the enemy were seea 
around the Molinos dd Rey (Mills), abont a mile and a 
third from Tucubaya, the head-quarters of* our army* 
These mills were repositories of ammunition, and thert 
was a foundry there for casting cannon. There was a 
formidable castle in the hands of the enemy on the heights 
of Chapul tepee, between the mills and the gates of the 
capital. There were eight city gates strongly fortified* 
It was impossible to stop communication between the 
apoils and the capital, without first taking the castle. Pre^ 
paratory to storming it, it was thought best to capture the 
spills. Accordingly, on the 8th, General Worth's diyi* 
moxij re-enforced by Cadwallader's brigade. Pillow's divi*^ 
eioii, three squadrons of dragoons und^ Major Sumnez^ 
ai|d some heavy guns of the siege train under Capt. Hxh 
ger of the ordnance, and Capt;. Drum of the 7th artillery^ 
iU¥iertook the enterprise. They moved towards the ene* 
ny and soon met them. There was much enei^y mani* 
fef^jted. on bpth sides. The enemy several times were re* 
*e^Qrcedy and the action becoming much more general 
wan was expected,. (General Scott called to our aid firom 
the distance of three miles. Gen. Pillow, with his remain* 
ing brigade (Pierce's), and then Riley's brigade of Twiggs' 
division. These forces approached with great rapidity ; 
but the victory was won just as General Pierce reached 
the ground and placed his command between Worth's di» 
visioa and the retreating enemy. Thus again were our

After close observatioti, it was decided, on the 11th, to 
niOTe round to the south-west and west part of the capit^^ 
believing that the approaches would present less formida* 
ble obstacles. Accordingly, Scott ordered Quitman's (U- 
vision from Coyo^can, to join Pillow by daylight^ befom 
Hie southern gates, and that they should by nighty proceed 
(two miles) to join Scott at Tucubaya, where he was quar- 
tered with Worth's division. T wi^s, with Riley's brig^<» 
and Captains Taylor's and Steptoe's field batteries — ^tiie 
latter 12-pounders — was left in front of those gates — ib 
niUKBUvre, to threaten, or to make false attacks^ in order 
to occupy and deceive the enemy. Twiggs' ottier brig^dt 
(Smithes) was left at supjporting distance^ m tke rear^ at

San Angel, till the morning of the 13th, and also to 8ap4 
port our general depot at Miscoaque. The stratagem 
against the south was admirably executed throughout th(8 
13th, and down to the afternoon of the 13th, when it wai 
too late for the enemy to recover from the effects of his 
delusion. 

The first step in the new movement was to carry the 
Castle of Chapultepec. Besides a numerous garrison^ 
here was the military college of the Republic with a large 
number of sub-lieutenants and other students. Those 
yorks were within direct gun-shot of the village of Tucu* 
haya, and until carried, we could not approach the city on 
the west without making a circuit too wide and too haz* 
aidous. 

During the same night (that of the 11th) heavy batteries. 
were established. No. 1, on the right, under the couk 
naand of Capt. Drum, 4th artillery (relieved late next day, 
for some hours, by Lieut. Andrews of the 3d), and No. 2,. 
commanded by Lieut. Huger, ordnance — ^both supported, 
by Quitman's division. Nos. 3 and 4, on the opposite mde^ 
supported by Pillow's division, were commanded, the for-; 
mer by Capt. Brooks and Lieut. S. S. Anderson, 2d artil- 
lery, alternately, and the latter by Lieut. Stone, ordnance. 

The bombardment and cannonade, under the direction 
of Capt. Huger, were commenced early in the morning of 
the 12th, and before night a good impression had been 
made on the castle and its outworks. 

Pillow and Quitman had been in position since early in 
the night of the 11th. In the morning. Worth was ordee-^ 
ed to hold his division in reserve, near the foundry, to.( 
Import Pillow ; and Prigadier (General Smith, of Tw^gsf , ^ 
»n, had just arrived with his brigade^ from tittisA^ 
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[Smika] ta siq>port Quilmiii. Twiggs' gins, before 4tllt 
apathem gates, again reminded xa, as the day before, ibit 
Jjie, with Riley's brigade, and Taylor's and Steptoe'iE^ bat- 
teries, was in activityj threatening the southern gates, mnd 
there holding a great part of the Mexican atmy on the de^

Wbrth's division fumidied Pillow's attack with an 
assayjiting party of some 260 volunteer officers and men, 
under Capt, McK^Qizie, of the 3d artillery, and Twins' ^ 
lision supplied a similar one, commanded by Gap^dn 
Casey, 2d infantry, to Quitman. Each of those little 
^lumns was furnished with scaling ladders.

Belen or South* Western gate, before two o'clock in tiie 
afternoon, but not without severe loss, increased by bis 
steady maintenance of that position. 

Here, o£ the heavy battery — Capt. Dnnn and Ueaflk 
Benjamin were mortally woimded, and Lieut Porter, iti 
third in rank, slightly. Lieuts. J. B. Moragne and Wnk 
Canty, of the South Carolina volunteers, also of high merits 
jfell on the same occasion — ^besides many of our brai^st 
Bon*commissioned officers and men. -^ j 

. Quitman, within the city—- adding seveial n^w defeaoia 
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to^lhe position he hud won, and sheltering his corps at 
wdl as practicable-^now awaited the return of daylight, 
under the guns of the formidable citadel yet to be sub* 
dued. 

At about four o'clock next morning (Sept. 14), a depu« 
tation of the ayuntamiento (diiy council) waited on Grene* 
lal Scott to report that the federal government and the 
lurmy of Mexico had fled firom the capital some three houn| 
before, and to demand terms of capitulation in favor of the 
ehurch, the citizens, and the municipal authorities. ScotI 
promptly replied that he would sign no capitulation ; that 
the city had been virtually in our possession from the 
time of the lodgments effected by .Worth and Quitman 
the day before ; that he regretted the silent escape of the 
Jtfpdcan army ; that he should levy upon the city a mo- 
^l^irate contribution, for special purposes ; and that the 
American army should come under no terms, not sdfr 
itaposed — such only as its own honor, the dignity of the 
ilnit^ States, and the spirit of the age should, in hie 
Qionion, imperiously demand and impose. 

At the termination of the interview with the city depi^ 
tetion, Worth and Quitman were ordered to advance slowly 
ead cautiously (to guard against treachery) towards tiie 
keart of the city, and to occupy its stronger and more 
Commanding points. Quitman probeeded tOv the great 
flaza or square, planted guards, and hoisted the colors ot 
it^e United States on the national palace, containing th# 
hells of Congress and executive apartments of federal 
Mexico. 

'- Soon after we entered, and were in the act of occupying 
the city, a fire was opened upon us from the flat roofs of 
tiMt houses, from windows and comers of streets, by 
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•ome 2,000 coavicts, liberated the night before by the fly* 
ing govemment — joined by, perhaps, as many more 8(k« 
diers, who had disbanded themselves and thrown off their 
uniforms. This unlawful war lasted for more than twenty- 
jfour hours, in spite of the exertions of the municipal author- 
ities, and was not put down all we had lost many men, in* 
eluding several officers, killed or wounded, and hadpunidl« 
ti the miscreants. 



BATTLE OF HUAMANTLA 

After tne brilliant achievements of the American foroei 
in and around the city of Mexico, there was little to do exi 
oepting to clear the great thoroughfares of the multitude* of 
guerillas that infested them. Some sharp engagements od^ 
eurred between Mexico and Vera Cruz before these bodiei 
of robbers could be dispersed. One of these battles tock 
place at the town of Huamantla. 

Gen. Lane having arrived at Perote, early in Octobto^ 
was there joined by Capt. Walker and his command; bdC|i 
adiranced together on the Puebla roetd till they reached ih« 
town of Dreyes, at which place Capt Walker, by order^of 
the commanding General, took up his line of march ta 
Buamantla, by way of the town of San Francisco aod 
Guapastla. On his arrival at Huamanila, a sanguinary ^ 
gagement took place in the streets, between the force of 
Capt. Walker, consisting of 250 men, and that of the Mexi- 
cans numbering 1,600.

Private Stebbes, of Pennsylvania, were successful. 

After the achievement of their object, which was the 
dispersion of the enemy, for which they were despatched to 
Huamantla) the Americans evacuated the pladi^and directed 
their course to Pinal, on the Puebla road, which they reach- 
ed without any opposition. There meeting with Gen. Lane, 
the combined American force continued its march upon 
Pll^bla.

4§^hting his way through the forces of Gen, Rea, to a sum- 
mit overlooking the town, he there posted hnartilieiy, and 
for three quarters of an hour threw shot and shells into the 
*^,most thickly populated parts," the bright Ii^ht of the moon 
enabling the practised gunners to fire with terrific effect. 
The crash of the walls and roofis of the houses, when struck ^ 
by our shot and shells, was mingled with the roar of artfl* 
Ijsry. Two hundred and nineteen Mexicans were killed, 
and three hundred wounded, while our own loss was only 
one killed and one wounded. It was thought necessary to 
strike these people with terror, because their city had been 
the refuge and neadauarters of guerillas, whoM^ many an 
exnedition had issued against our tifoops. 



EXPEDITION TO TEHUAOAil, 

VASROW ESCAPE OF SANTA ANNA. 

The detachment, consisting of 350 men and officers, un* 
derthe command of Gen. Lane, left Mexico on the 18th of 
January. Maj. Polk, Col. Hays and Capt. Crittenden^ ac- 
companied it Passing Chalco and Rio Frio, the band| 
took a circuitous route to Puebla, where it arrived on the

lested and kept close until they left in Uie evening. 

After leaving the hacienda at dark, they came upon a 
party of mounted Mexicans, with a carriage whose occu'- 
pant bore a passport from General Smith to travel to Oriza* 
ba. He was permitted to pass, with his attendants. 

At dawn oiir arm^ were within half a mile of Tehuacan. 
The report of a solitary gun of the enemy, gave hope that 
the bird was about to be caged. Our dragoons and nflemen 
dashed to the right and left, closing every oudet ; while the 
rangers, with cocked revolvers, galoped toward the Plaza to 
secure their prey; but their amazement and mortification 
may be imaging, when they learned that, two hours be- 
ftnre^ Uie* object of their search had fled to Oajaca, with 
seventy-five men. With chagrin, they also learned, that 
the Mexican, whose coach was stopped the evening before, 
had despatched a messenger a!cross the mountain, to in- 
form Santa Anna, that the American troops were on the 
road, with the probable intention of making him prisons. 
Had it not been for this treachery, the surprise would have 
been complete. 



OCCUPATION OF ORIZABA.

THE TBEATT. 

In the name of Almighty God : 

The United States of America and the United Mexican States, animated 
by a sincere desire to put an end to the calamities of the war which unhap* 
pily exists between the two Republics, and to establish on a solid basis re- 
lations of peace and friendship, which shall confer reciprocal benefits on the 
citizens of both, and assure the concord, harmony and mutual confidence 
wherein the two people should live as good neighbors, have, for that pur- 
pose, appointed their respective Plenipotentiaries ; that is to say, the Pre- 
sident of the United States has appointed N. PI Trist, a citizen of the Uni- 
ted States, and the President of the Mexican Republic has appointed Don 
Louts GoNZAGA Cu£VAs, DonBERNARDo'CoNTo, audDou Miguel Atristaiv, 
citizens of the said Republic, who, after a reciprocal communicatibn <^ their 
respective powers, have, under the protection of Almighty God, the Author 
of reace, arranged, agreed upon and signed the following Treaty of Peace, 
Friendship, Limits and Settlement, between the United States of America 
and the Mexican Republic. 

ABTICLE I. 

There shall be a firm and universal peace between the United States of America and the 
Mexican Republic, and between their respective conntrieSyterritories, cities, towns and people, 
'withont exception of places or persons. 

ARTICLiJ II. 

Immediately on the signature of this Treaty, a Conyention shall be entered into between 
a Commissioner or Commissioners appointed by the Greneral-in-Chief of the forces of the 
United States, and such as may be appointed by the Mexican Grovemment, to the end that a 
proTlsional suspensiph of hostilities shall take place ; and that in the places ocenpied by the 
said forces, constitutional order may be re-established, as regards the politica]* administrative 
and judicial branches, so te as Ais shall be pemritM by we cun^umstances of military oo- 
eapation. 

ARTICLE III, 

Immediately upon the ratification of the present Treaty, by the Gkyvemment of the United 
States, orders shall be transmitted to the commanders of their l^nd and naval fcnrces, requiring 
iht latter 0>rovided this Treaty shall then have been ratified by the Gtovemment of the Mexi- 
*-can Republic), immediately to desist from blockading the Mexican ports $ and reqojring the 
Ibrmer (under the same condition) to commence, at the eariiest moment practicable, wi th- 
dnmng all troops of the United States then in the interior of the Mmrican Republic, to 
poiatM tbMt shall he selected by common agreement, at a distance ^m the seaports pot ex 
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eeeding thirty leagaes ; and snch evacuation of the interior of the Bepublic ihall be com- 
pleted with the least pcMuible delay ; the Mexican Goveinment hereby binding itself to affofd 
every facility in its jjower for rendering the same convenient to the troops, on their mareh, 
and in their new positions, and for promoting: a good understanding between them and tho 
inhabitants . n like manner, orders shall be dispatched to the persons in chai^ of the Cni* 
tom Uooscs at all ports occupied by the forces of the United Stat^ requiring them (under tho 
pame condition) immediately to deliver possession of the same to the persons authorized }^ 
the Mexican Government to receive it, together with all bonds and evidences of debt for dntu 
on importations and on cxportations, not yet fallen due. Moreover, a faithful and exact ae- 
count shall be made out, showing the entire amount of all duties on imports and on exporter 
collected at such Custom Houses, or elsewhere in Mexico, by authority of the United Stat«^ 
from and after the day of the ratification of this Treaty by the Government of the Mexican 
Republic ; and also an account of the cost of collection ; and such entire amount, dednctiiiff 
cmy the cost of collection, shall be delivered to the Mexican Government, at the City <? 
Mexico, within three months* after the exchange of ratifications. 

Hie evacuation of the Capital of the Mexican Republic by the troops of the United Stately 
in virtue of the above stipulation, shall bo completed in one month after the orders there 
stipulated for shall have been received by the Commander of the said troops, or sooner if 
possible. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Immediately after the exchange of ratifications of the present Treaty, all castles, forts, terr- 
itories, places and possessions, which have been taken and occupied by the forces of tke 
United States during the present war, within the limits of the Mexican Republic, as about to 
be established by the following article, shall be definitely restored to the said republic, togeth- 
er with all the artillery, arms, apparatus of war, munitions and other public property, wbkStt 
were in the said castles and fbrts when captured, and which shall remain there at the time 
when this Treaty shall be duly ratified by the Government of the Mexican Republic. To 
this end, immediately upon the signature of this Treaty, orders shall be despatched to the 
American ofiicer commanding sudi castles and ports, securing against the removal or de* 
stmction of any such artillery, arms, apparatus of war, munitions, or other public property. 
The City of Mexico, within the inner line of intrenchments surrounding the said city, is 
comprehended in the above stipulations, as regards the restoration of artUlery, apparattis of i 
war, &C. 

liic final evacuation of the territory of the Mexican Republic by the forces of the United 
States shall be completed within three months from the said exchange of ratifications, or 
sooner if possible ; the Mexican Republic hereby engages, as in the foregoing Ai^cle» to ose 
all means in its power fot facilitating such evacuation, and rendering it convenient to the 
troops, and for promoting a good understanding between them and the inhabitants] 

If, however, the ratification of this Treaty by both parties should not uke place n time to 
allow the embarkation of the troops of the United States to be completed before the com- 
mencement of the sickly season, at the Mexican ports on the Gulf of Mexico, in such case A 
fijendly arrangement shtdl be entered into between the Gcneral-in- Chief of the said troope 
and the Mexican Government, whereby healthy and otherwise suitable places, at a distance 
from the ports not exceeding thirty leagues, shall be designated for the residence of such troops 
as may not yet have embarked, until the return of the healthy season. And the space of 
time here referred to as comprehending the sickly season, shall be understood to extend froDl 
the first day of May to the first day of November. 

All prisoners of war taken on either side, on land or on sea, shall be restored as soon m 
practicable after Uie exchange of -the ratifications of the Treaty. It is also agreed that if aaj. 
Mexicans should now be held as captives by any savage tribe within the limits of the United 
States, as about to be established by the following article, the Government of the said United 
States will exact the release of such captives, and cause them to be restored to their couitfX« 

ARTICLE v. 

The boundary line between the two Republics shall commence in the Gulf of Mexico, three 
leagues from laind, opposite the mouth of tiie Rio Grande, otherwise called Rio Bravo del 
Norte, or opposite the mouth of its deepest branch, if it should have more than one branch 
emptying directly hito the sea ; thence np tiie middle of that river, following the deepest 
chumel, where u has mqre than one, to the point where it strikes the southern boundary 
of New Mexico ; thence westwardly, along the whole southern boundary of New Mexico 
WUdi mns north of the town called Awv) to its western termination ; thence nortkwesd. 
•long the western line of New Mexico, nnui it intecaacti UvbfnXXma&f^^l ^^cAw^i^^t s^^kv 
or If ft shonld not intsraeet any hrandi (« tbatiiEVQc^iQb^ 
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€8t to snch htuncb, and thence in a direct line to the same) thence down the middle of At 
laid hnmch and of the said riyer, until it empties into the Bio Colorado ; thence across tha 
Bio Colorado, following the division line between Upper and Lower California, to the Fadfio 
Ocean. 

The sonthem and western limits of New Mexico, mentioned in this article, are those laid 
down in the map entitled " Map of the United Mexican States, as organized and defined by 
Yarions acts of the Congress of said Republic and constructed according to the best authori- 
tiei. Berised edition. Published at New York in 1847, by J. Bistumell." 

Of which map a copy is added to this Treaty, bearing the signatures and seals of the nn- 
dlenigned Plenipotentiaries. And in order to preclude all difficulty in tracing upon the 
ground the limit separating Upper from Lower California, it is agreed that the said limita 
shfiU consist of a straight line, drawn from the middle of the Bio Gila, where it unites with 
the Colorado, to a point on the coast of the Pacific Ocean — distant one marine league due 
BOttth of the southernmost point of the port of San Diego, according to the plan of said 
port, made in the year 1782, by Don Juan Pantojer, second sailing master of the Spanish fleet, 
and pablished at Madrid in the year 1802, in the Atlas to the voyage of the schooner Sutil 
and Mexicana, of which plan a copy is hereunto added, signed and sealed by the respective 
Plenipotentiaries. 

In order to designate the boundary line with due precision, upon authoritative maps, and to 
establish on the ground landmarks which shall show the limits of both Bepublics, as described in 
the present article, the Governments shall each appoint a Commissioner and Surveyor, who, 
before the expiration of one year from the date of the exchange of ratification of this 
T^ea^, shall meet at the port of San Diego, and proceed to run and mark the said bounda* 
xyin Its whole course to the mouth of the Bio Rnivo del Norte. They shall keep joumala 
and make out plans of their operations ; and the result agreed upon by them shall be deemed 
n part of this Treaty, and shall have the same force as if it were inserted therein. The twQ 
OoTemments will amicably agree regarding what may be necessitry to these persons, and 
alio as to their respective escorts, should such be necessary. 

. The bonndaiy line established by this article shall be religiously respected by each of the 
two Bepnblics, and no change shall be made therein, except by the express and free consent 
of both Nations, lawfully given by the General Gevernment of each, in conformity with iti 
own Oonstitntion. 

' ABTICLE VI. 

The vessela and citizens of the United States shall, in all time, have a tree and nninter- 
ropted passage by the Gulf of California, and by the river Colorado ; and not by land 
without the express consent of the Mexican Government. 

I^ by the examinations that may be made, it should be ascertained to be practicable and 
advantageous to construct a Boad, Canal, or Bailway, which should, in whole or in part, nm 
upon the river Gila, or upon its right or its left bank, within the space of one marine league 
m>m either margin of the nver, the Governments of both Bepublics will form an agreement 
regarding its construction, in order that it may serve equally for the use and advantage ol 
both coontriee. 

ARTICLE VII. 

The river Gila, and the part of the Bio del Norte lying below the sonthem boundary of 
New Mexico, being agreeably to the Fifth Article, divided in the middle between the two 
republics, the navigation of the Gila and of the Bravo, below said boundary shall be free and 
common to the vessels and citizens of both countries; and neither shall, without the consent 
of the other construct any work that may impede or interrupt in whole or in part, the ezer- 
eise of this right — ^not even for the purpose of favoring new methods of navigation. Nor 
fhall any tax or contribution, under any denomination or title l-e levied upon vessels or 
persons navigating the same, or upon merchandise, or effects transported thereon, except in 
the case of landing upon one of their shores. If, for the purpose of making said rivon 
jiftvigable, or for maintaining them in such a state, it should be necessary ot advantageooa t0

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Ke^ retaaning the ptoperty which they possess in the sidd tenritories, or disposinff thereof 
and removing die proceeds wherever they please, without thebr bdng sabjectea« on tUi 
aoooont to any contribution, or tax whatCTcr. 

Those who shall prefer to remain in said territories, may either retain the title and rujiill 
of Mexican citizens, or acquire those of citizens of the United States. Bat they shau he 
under the obligation to make their selection within one year from the date of the exchange 
of ratifications of this Treaty ; and those who shall remain in the said territories, after the 
expiration of that year, without having declared their intention to retain the character of 
Mexicans shall be considered to have elected to become citizens of the United States. 

In the said territories, property of any kind, now belonging to Mexicans not established 
there shall be inviolably respected. The present owhers, the heirs of these, and all Mexicans i^ 
maj hereaiter acquire said property by contract, shall enjoy, with respect to it, gnarantJai 
equally ample as & the.same belonged to citizens of the United States.

[Jn place of the following Article, the Senate has inserted the third Article of the Treaty 
between France and the United States, for the cession of Louisiana, which provides that the 
inhabitants of the ceded territory shall be admitted to all the rights and privileges of dti- 
lenship, in accordance with the principles of the Constitution, as soon as Congress shaV 
determine; and that in the meantime, they shall be protected in the enjoyment of tSeir liber • 
tVf property and religious belief.] 

ARTICLE IX 

The .Mexicans who in the territories aforesaid, shall not preserve the character of citizenr 
of the Mexican Hepublic, conformably with what is stipukied in the preceding article, shal 
be incorporated into the Union of the United States, and admitted as soon as possiUe, aor 
cording to the principles of the Federal Constitution, to the enjoyment of all the rights of 
dticens of the United States. In the meantime they shall be maintained and protected in 
the enjoyment of their liberty, their property, and the civil rights now vested in then^ 
aocording to the Mexican laws. With respect to political rights, their condition shall be on 
an equality with that of the inhabitants of the other territories of the United States, and at 
least equally good as that of the inhabitants of Louisiana and the Floridas, when these pro¥- 
inces, by transfer from the French BepubUc, and the Crown of Spain, become territones of 
the United States. 

The most ample guaranty shall be enjoyed by all ecclesiastics and religious corporationi^ 
or communities, as well in the discharge of the offices of their ministry, as in the emoyment 
of theur property of every kind whether individual or corporate. This guaranty shall em- 
brace all temples, houses and edifices dedicated to the Boman Catholic worship ; as well ai 
all property destined to its support, or to that of schools, hospitals or other foundations fbr 
charitaole or beneficent purposes. No property of this nature shall be considered as having 
become the property of the American Crovernment, or as subject to be by it disposed a( or 
diverted to other causes. 

Finally, the relations and communications between Catholics living in the territories aibio* 
•aid, and their respective ecclesiastic authorities, shall be open, free and exempt firom all 
hindrance whatever, even although such authorities should reside within the limits of liie 
Mexican republic, as defined by this Treaty ; and this freedom shall continue so lonff as a 
new debarcation of ecclesiastical districts shall not have been made, conformably wiuL th4 
aws of the Bomon Catholic Church.

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Hie Mexican Groyemmen t declares that no grant whateTer of lands in Texas has been made 
abee the second day of March, one thousand eight hundred and thirtj-six ; and that no grant 
whate?er of lands in any of the territories aforesaid, has been made since the thirteenth day 
tf May, one thoosand eight hundred and forty-six. 

ARTICLE XI 

Considering that a great part of the territories which, by the presentTreaty, are to be com- 
prehended for the future within the limits of the UDited States, is now occupied by savage 
tribes, who will hereafter be under the control of the Government of the United States, and 
vhose incursions within the territory of Mexico wonid be prejudicial in the extreme, it is so- 
lemnly agreed that all such incursions shall he forcibly restrained by the Government of die 
United States, whensoever this may be necessary ; and that when' they cannot be prevented, 
they shall be punished by the said Government, and satisfaction for the same shall be exacted 
— ^ in the same way, and with equal diligence and energy as if the same incursions were 
fommitted within its own territory, against its own citizens. 

It shall not be lawful, under any pretext whatever, for any inhabitant of the United StatM 
to purchase or acquire any ' Mexican, or any foreigner residing in Mexico, who may have 
been captnred by Indians inhabiting the territory of either of the two republics, not to pur 
chase or acquire horses, mules, cattle, or property of any kind, stolen within the Mexican 
tenitory, by such Indians : nor to provide such Indians with fire-arms or ammunition by sale 
or otherwise. 

And in the event of any person or persons captured within Mexican territory by Indians, be- 
ing carried into the territory of thcUnited Sates, the Government o(the latter engages and binds 
itself in the most solemn manner, so soon as it shall know of such captives being within its 
territory, and shall be able so to do, through the faithful exercise of its mflnence and power to 
rescue them and return them to their country, or deliver them to the agent or representative 
of theMexican Government. The Mexican authorities will, as far as practicable, give to the 
Qovemment of the United States notice of such captures ; and its expenses incurred in the 
maintenance and transmission of the rescued captives ; who, in the mean time, shall be treat- 
ed with the utmost hospitality by the American authorities at the place where they may be. 
But if the Government of the United States, before receiving such notice from Mexico, 
should obtain intelligence, through any other channel, of the existence of Mexican captives 
within its territory, it will proceed forthwith to effect their release and delivery t-o the Mexican 
•gen^ as above stipulated. 

For the purpose of giving to these stipulations the fullest possible efficacy, thereby a{Ibird« 
ing the security and redress demanded by their true spirit and intent, the Government of the 
United States will now and hereafter pass, without unnecessary delay, and always vigilantly 
onfbrce, such laws as the nature of the subject may require. And finally, the sacrednessof 
tiiia obligation shall never be lost sight of by the said Government, when providing for the 
removal of Indians from any portion of said Territories, or for its being settled by the citi- 
lens of the United States ; but, on the contrary, special care then shall be taken not to place 
iti Indian occupants under the necessity of seeking new homes, by committing those invasions 
which theUnited States have solemnly obliged themselves to restrain . 

ARTICLE XII. 

In consideration of the extension acquired by the boundaries of the United States, as de- 
fined in the fifth article of the present Treaty, the Government of the United States engages 
to pay to that of the Mexicun Republic the sum of fifteen millions of dollars in the one or 
the other of the two modes below specified. 

The MMcican Government shall at the time of ratifying this treaty, declare which of these 
two modes of payment it prefers; and the mode so selected by it shall be conformed to by 
titat of the United States. 

Krst mode of payment — ^Immediately after this Treaty shall have been duly ratified by the " 
Government of the Mexican 'Republic, the sum of three millions of dollars shall be paid to tiie 
said Ghovemment by that of the United States, at the City of Mexico, in the gold or sQver 
eoin of Mexico. For the remaining twelve millions of dollars the United States shell ereete 
e stock, bearing an interest of six per centum per annum, commencing on the day of the rati* 
ieatUm of this Treaty by the Qovemment of the Mexican Bepnblic, and payable annnaUy at 
tfaeOtyofWashhigton; thenrindpalof said stock to be redeemable thore, at the pleeian 
of the Government of the United States, at any time afler twoyeays ham. the exchanfs of 
ntifloations of this Treatyi six months' jmbUe notiee of the intentloii to redeem die-sttiw 
MagproTiooslyidveo.

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Second mode of payment—Immediately after this Treaty thall have been daly ratified by 
tiie GoTemment of the Mexican Republic, the sum of three millions of dollars shall be paid to 
the sidd Goremment by that of the United States, at the City of Mexico, in the gold or iil- 
Ter coin of Mteico. The remaining twelve millions of dollars shall be paid at the same ]dae9 
and in the same coin, in annual instalments of three millions of dollars each, together wieh in* 
terest on the same, at the rate of six per centum per annum. This interest shall begin to mn 
npon the whole sum of tweWe millions from the day of the ratification of the present Treatr by 
the Mexican Government, and the first of the installments shall be paid at the expiration cdr one 
^ear from the same day. Together with each annual instalment, as it falls due, the whole 
mterest accruing on such installment from the beginning shall also be paid. 

[Certificates in the proper form for the said instalments, respectively, in Btimt as shall be 
deured by the Mexican Government, and transferable by it, shall be delivered to the said 
Government by that of the United States.] 

[.N. K The first of these modes is rejeeted. The latter is adopted, with the excepticm ot 
the last paragraph, in brackets.] 

ARTICLE XIII. 

The United States engage, moreover, to assume and pay to the claimants all the amoonti 
now doe them, and these hereafter to become due, by reason of the claims already liquidated 
and decided against the Mexican Republic, under the Conventions between Uie two repablici 
severally concluded on the eleventh day of April, eighteen hundred and thirty-nine, and on 
the thirtieth day of January, eighteen hundred and forty-three; so that the Mexican RepnUie 
■hall be absolutely exempt, for the future, from all expense whatever on accoont of the said 
claims. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

Hie United States do farthermore discharge the Mexican Republic from all claims of ciii* 
lens of the United States, not heretofore decided against the Mexican Government, which 
may have arisen previously to the date of the signature of this Treaty; which discharge shaU 
be final and perpetual, whether the said claims be rejected or be allowed by the Board of 
Commissioners provided for in the following article, and whiU^ver shall be tiie total •'n fti nl 
of those allowed. 

ARTICLE XV. 

The United States, exonerating Mexico from all demands on account of the claims of tbebr 
citizens mentioned in the preceding anicle, and considering them entirely and forever canceled, 
irfiatever their amount may be, undertake to make satisfaction for the same, to an amount nol 
exceeding three aiid one-quarter millions of dollars. To ascertain the validity and amount 
of those claims, a Board of Commissioners shall be established by the Government of the 
United States, whose awards shall be final' and conclnsKe; provided, that in deciding upon 
the validity of each claim, the Board shall be guided and governed by the principles and mlei 
(^ decision prescribed by the first and fifth articles of the unratified Convention, concluded at 
the City of Mexico on the twentieth day of November, one thousand eight hundred and forty* 
three; and in no case shail an award be made in favor of any claim not embraced by these 
principles and rules. 

I^ in the opinion of the said Board of Commissioners, or of the claimants, any bookti 
records or documents in the possession or power of the Government of the Mexican Re- 
public, shall be deemed necessary to the just decision of any claim, the Conunissioners, or the 
claimants through them, shall, within such period as Congress may designate, make an appli« 
cation in writing for the same, be assessed to the Mexican Minister for Foreign Afiairs, to be 
transmitted by Sie Secretary of State of the United States; and the Mexican* Government 
engages, at the earliest possible moment after the receipt of such demand, to cause any of the 
books, records or documents so specified, which shall be in their possession or power (or aa« 
thenticated copies or extracts of the same) to be transmitted to the said Secretary of States 
who shall immediately deliver them over to the said Board of Commissioners: provided, that 
no such application smdl be made by or at the instance of any claimant, until the facts which 
it k expect to pcofe by soch books, records (n: documents shall have been stated under oadi 
qraflirfnetion,

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ARTICLE XVII 

Thb treaty of amity, commerce, and navigation, concladed at the City of Mu ^ ;<- ^ . 
5th day of Aprils A. D^ 1831, between the United States of America and the Uni- -" * . 
States, except the additional article, and except so far as the stipulations of the . ■ " 
may not be incompatible with any stipulation contained in the present Treaty, i- 
yived for the period of eif^lit years from tlie day of tlie exchange of ratificatiofis c 
tv, with the same force and virtue as if incorporated therein ; it being understood 
the contracting parties reserves to itself the right, ut any time after the said per . 

years shall have expired to terminate the same by givuig one year's notice o. 
tkm to the other party. 

ARTICLE XVIII. 

An supplies whatever of troops of the United States in Mexico, arriving at porta m ti*v ^a,-- 
cnpation of such troops previous to the final evacuation thereof, although subsequently to the 
restoration of the Custom- H oases at such ports, shall be entirely exempt from duties and 
charges of any kind; the Government of the United States hereby engaging: and pledging its 
liuth to establish, and vigilantly to enforce all possible guards for securing the revinue of Mexi- 
co, by preventing the importation, under cover of this stipulation, of any articles other than 
sack, both in kind and in quality, as shall really 'be wanted for the use and consumption of the 
forces of the United States during the time they may remain in Mexico. To this end it 
shall be the duty of all officers and agents of the United States to denounce to the Mexican 
authorities at the respective ports any attempts at a fraudulent abuse of this stipulation 
which they may know of or may have reason to suspect, and to give to such autho rities all 
the aid in their power with regard thereto; and every such attempt, when duly proved and 
established by sentence of a competent tribunal, shall be punished by the confiscation of the 
prqpertT so attempted to be fraudulently introduced. 

ARTICLE XIX. 

i'Hth respect to all merchandise, effects and property whatsoever, imported into ports of 
liCKico while in the occupation of the forces of the United Stages, whether by citizens of either 
republic, or by citizens or subjects of any neutral nation, the following rules shall be observed: 

1. All such merchandise, effects, and property, if imported previously to the restoration of 
the custom-houses to the Mexican anthorities, as stipulated for in the third article of this 
treaty, shall be exempt from confiscaion, although the importation of the same be prohibited 
by the Mexican Tariff. 

2. The same perfect exemption shall be enjoyed by all such merchandise, effects and pro- 
perty, imported subsequently to the rsstoration of the Custom-Houses, and previously to tho 
sixty days fixed in the following article for the coming into force of the Mexican Tariff, at 
such ports respectively; the said merchandise, effects, and property, being however, at the 
time of their importation, subject to tlie payment of duties, as provided for in the said follow- 
ing article. 

3. All merchandise, effects, and property described in the two rulep foregoing, shall, during 
their continuance at the place of importation, or upon their leaving such place for the inte- 
rior, be exempt from all dnty, tax or impost of every kind, under whatsoever title or deno^ 
mination. "Sor shall they be there subject to any charge whatsoever upon the sale thereof. • 

4. All merchandise, effects, and property,- described in the first and second rules, which 
shall have been removed to any place in the interior while such place was in the occupation of 
the forces of the United States, shall, during tbcir continuance therein, be exempt from idl 
tax upon the sale of consumption thereof, and from every kind of impost or contribution, nn* 
der whatsoever title or denomination. 

5. But if any merchandise, effects, or property, described in the first and second rules shall 
be removed to any place not occupied at the time by the forces of the United States, they shaD^ 
upon their introduction into such place, or upon their sale or consumption ihere, be subjeot 
to the same duties which, under the Mexican laws, they would be required to pay i^ sndi 
cases if they had been imported in time of peace, through the maritime cystom-honses, and 
and had there paid the duties conformably with the Mexican Tariff. 

6. The owners of all merchandise, effects or property described in the first and second rnhi 
SBid existing in any port of Mexico, shall have the right to reship the same, exempt firom atl 
tax, impost, or contribution whatever. 

With respect to the metals, or other property, exported from any Mexican port while in tht 
occnpation of the forces of the United States, and previously to the restoration of the Cnston 
Honse at such portviioiK^noashiUl be reqohred by the Mexican aaihorit!ea» whether gweral 
or State, to pay any tax, dnty. or contribution npon any each esportalioii» or in majvmuHr 
to acooontilnr the same to the said anthoritiefl. 
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ABTICLE XX. 

Through eonaideratioa for the interests of commerce generalR it is agreed that if less thaa 
llzty days should elapse between the date of the sigitiatare of this Treatj and the restora* 
tion of the costom-houses, conformably with a stipulation in the third Article, in snch 
ease, all merchandise, effects, and property whatsoever, arriving at the Mexican ports after 
the restoration of iho said castom^hoases, and previously to the expiration of sixty days after 
the signature of this Treaty, shall be admitted to entry; and no other duties shall be levied 
hereon than the duties established by the Tariff found in force at such custom-houses at the 
ameof the restoration of the same. And to all such merchandise, effects and property, thp 
rules established in the preceding Article shall apply. 

ARTICLE XXI. 

I^ unhappily, any disagreement should hereafter aiise between the Governments of the 
two Bepublics, whethdr with respect to the interpretation of any stipulation In this trea^ or 
With respect to any other particular concerning the political or commercial relations of the 
two nations, the said Governments, in the name of those nations, do promise to each odier 
that they will endeavor, in the most nincere and earnest manner, to settle the difierence so 
arising, and to preserve the state of peace and friendship in which the two countries are now 
placing themselves; using, for this end, mutual representations and pacific negotiationg. 
And, if, by these means, they should not be enabled to come to an agreement, a resort shall 
not, on this account, be had in reprisals, aggressions, or hostility of any kind by the one Be* 
public against the other, until the Government of that which deems itself aggrieved shall have 
maturely considered, in the spirit of peace and good neighborship, whether it would not be 
better that such difierence should be settled by the arbitration of Commissioners appointed 
on each side, or by that of a friendly nation. And should such course be proposed by either 
party, it shall be acceded to by the other, unless deemed by it altogether incompatible witk 
the nature of the difierence, or the circumstances of the case. 

ARTICLE XXII. 

If, (which is not to be expected, and which God forbid I) war shall unhappily break out 
between the two Republics, they do now, ^vith a view to such calamity, pledge themselves to 
each other and to the world, to observe the following rules, absolutely, where the nature of the 
tabject permits, and as closely as possible in all cases where such absolute observance shall 
be impossible. 

1. The merchants of either Republic then residing in the other shall be allowed to remain 
twelve months, (for those dwelling in the interior,) and six months (for those dwelling 
at the seaports,) to collect their debts and settle their affairs ; during which periods, they 
shall enjoy the same protection, and be on the same footing, in all respects, as the citizens or 
subjects of the most ftnendly nations ; and, at the expiration thereof, or at any time before^ 
they shall have full liberty to depart, carrying off all their efi'eots without molestation or 
hindrance ; conforming therein to the same laws which the citizens- or subjects of the most 
friendly nations are required to conform to. Upon the cntninco of the armies of either na- 
tion into the territories of the other, women and children, ecclesiastics, scholars of every faenl- 
ty, cultivators of the earth, merchants, artisans, manufacturers, and fishermen, unarmed, and 
inhabiting unfortified towns, villages or places, and in general all persons whose occupation! 
are for the common subsistence and benefit of mankind, shall be allowed to continue their 
respective employments unmolested in their persons. Nor shall their houses or goods be 
burnt or otherwise destroyed, nor their cattle taken, nor their fields wasted, by the armed force 
into whose power, by the events of war, tfiey. may happen to fall ; but if the necessity 
arise to take anything from them for the use of such armed force, the same shall be paid for 
at on equitable price. All churches, hospitals, schools, colleges, libraries, and other establish- 
ments, for charitable and beneficent purposes, shall be rcspecnsd, and all persons connected 
with the same protected in the discharge of their duties, and the pursuits oftheir vocations. 

2. In order that the fate of prisoners of war may be alleviated, all such practices as those 
of eending them into distant, incliment, or unwholesome districts, or crowding them into close 
end noxious places, shall be stn^onsly avoided. They shall not be confined in dungeons,prison< 
ridpi or prisons ; nor be pnt in irons, or bound, or otherwise restrained in the use of theiir 
Unira. The officers shall enjoy liberty on their paroles, within convenient districts, and haTe 

, comfortable quarters ; and the conimon soldiers shall be disposed in cantonments, open and 
' eztensiye enough for air and exercise, and lodged in barracks as roomy and good as are pro- 
vided by the party in whose power they are for its own troops. But if any officer shall break 
his parole by leaving the district so assigned him, or any other prisoner shall escape from the 
limits of his cantonment, after they shall have been designated to him, snch IndiyidnaL officer 
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or other prisuner shall forfeit so much of the benefit of this article as prorides for his liber^ 
oa parole or in oantonment. And if an officer so breaking; his parole* or any common soldier 
so escaping from the limits &ssip:ncd him, Rhall aflcrward be found in arms, previously to Uf 
being logiUarly exchanged, the person so oilendin^r shall be dealt with according to the estalH 
lish^ laws of war. The officers shalt be daily famished by the party in whose power tlNJ 
ere, with as many rjitions, and (»f the same articles, as arc allowed, ether in "kind or by comv* 
tation, to officers of equal rank in its own army ; and all others shall be daily furnished whil 
such ration as is allowed tu a common soldier in its own service ; the yalue of :ill which snp- 
pUes shall, at the close of the war, or at periods to bo agreed upon between the respective com- 
manders, be paid by the other party, on a mutual adjustment of accounts for tlio 6ubsistenet 
of prisoners ; and snch accounts shall Tiot be mingled with or set off against any others, nov 
the baUnce due on them withheld, as a compensation or reprisal for any cause whatever, 
real or protended. Each party shall be lillowcJ to keep a commissary of prisoners, appointed 
by itself, with every cantonment of prisoners, in possesion of the other ; which commissary 
anall sec the prisoners as often as he pleases ; shall be allowed to receive, exempt from all du- 
ties or taxes, and to distribute, whatever comforts mt^y be sent to them by theur friends ; 
and shall be free to transmit his reports in open letters to the party by whom he is employed. 
And it is declared that nether the pretence that war dissolves all Treaties, nor any other 
whatever shall be considered as unnuling or suspending the solemi covenant contained iB 
this article. On the contrary, the state of war is i)recisely that for which it is provided ; aac 
daring which, its stipulations are to be as sacredly observed as the most acknowledged obU- 
gations under the law of nature or Natiioni. 

ARTICLE XXIIL 

This treaty shall be ratified by the President of the United States of America, by and wiA 
the advice and consent of the Senate thereof ; and by the President of the Mexican Kepablte 
with the previous approbation of its General Congress ; and the ratifications shall be exchang- 
ed in the city of Washington, in four months from the date of the signature hereof, or sooiNi 
if practable. 

in faith whereof, we, the respective Plenipotentiaries, have signed this Treaty of PeaOi^ 
friendship, limits, and settlement ; and have hereunto affixed our seals respectively. Done 
in Qnintuplicate, at the City of Guadalupe Hidalgo, on the second day of February, in t h f 
year of oar Lord one thousand eight himdred and forty-eight.

TnatYf aoless it should exceed the term of eight months, counted from the date of the sigaft- 
tore thereof. 

This article is to have the same force and virtue as if inserted in the treaty to which 
h an addition.
